Mr.  Clardy.  Be  seated,  counsel. 

Mr.  Sheindero.  May  I make  that  as  a formal  request? 

Mr.  Clardy.  The  witness  has  been  sworn.1 

All  right,  are  vou  ready,  Mr.  Counsel? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Yes,  sir?

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr.  Micholson,  would  you  please 

Mr.  Clardy.  Pardon  me,  counsel.  I think  the  members  of  the  press 
have  been  given  the  statement  that  the  chairman  intended  to  present 
at  the  opening  of  this  hearing  this  afternoon,  but  which  his  illness 
has  prevented,  and  at  this  point  I shall  ask  that  it  be  placed  in  tho 
record.

(The  statement  by  Harold  H.  Velde,  chairman,  House  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities,  is  as  follows:) 

At  this  point  this  afternoon  In  the  work  of  the  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities,  we  turn  our  attention  to  subversion  in  the  Held  of  labor. 

The  many  distinguished  labor  leaders  In  this  country  have  spoken  as  with 
one  voice  in  damning  communism  In  union  activities.  This  committee,  acting 
under  Public  Law  601  of  the  70th  Congress,  Joins  with  these  leaders  In  de- 
nouncing subversive  actions  wherever  such  may  exist  In  the  American  unions. 

' I wish  again  to  emphasize,  as  I have  so  often  In  the  past,  that  this  committee 
will  Investigate  communism  wherever  It  may  be  found,  whether  among  In- 
dividuals In  Government,  In  the  schools,  business,  clergy,  or  labor.  No  one  shall 
be  Immune,  that  be  may  carry  on  Communist  or  subversive  activities  against 
the  American  people. 

1 promise  that  we  shall  use  every  legal  weapon  at  our  command  to  expose 
such  un-American  activities  wherever  they  may  exist.  The  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives has  Imposed  a serious  and  vital  duty  upon  this  committee.  We  shall 
earnestly  attempt  to  fulfill  this  duty,  so  that  we  may  obtain  facts  upon  which 
to  bane  recommendations  for  appropriate  legislation. 

A number  of  witnesses  In  various  phases  of  our  investigations  who  live  in 
this  city  asked  to  testify  In  New  York  at  this  time  to  aid  the  committee  In  Its 
work.  It  was  therefore  found  more  convenient  and  far  more  economical  to  hold 
our  current  hearings  here,  rather  than  require  witnesses  and  their  attorneys

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TESTIMONY  OF  WILLIAM  MICHELSON,  ACCOMPANIED  BY  HIS 
COUNSEL,  ABTHUfi  SHEINBERG 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr.  Michelson,  I noted  you  are  accompanied  by  coun- 
eel. Would  counsel  please  state  his  name  and  office  address  for  the 
record! 

Mr.  Sheinbeho.  Arthur  Sheinberg,  1601  Broadway. 

Mr.  Curdy.  Lot  the  record  show  at  this  time  the  witness  was  pre- 
viously sworn  in  executive  session  a few  moments  ago. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr.  Michelson,  would  you  state  your  name  and  ad- 
dress, please! 

Mr.  Michelson.  William  Michelson,  110-68  Sixty-third  Drive, 
Forest  Hills, 

Mr.  Kunzio.  When  and  where  were  you  born,  Mr.  Michelson! 

Mr.  Michelson.  March  0, 1014,  in  Chelsea,  Mass. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Would  you  give  the  committee  a r&umd  of  your  edu- 
cational background! 

Mr.  Michelson.  1 completed  high  school  and  attended  City  College 
at  night  for  a few  sessions. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  What  year  did  you  finish  high  school! 

Mr.  Michelson.  1981. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Now,  would  you  give  the  committee  a r6sum6  of  your 
occupational  backgrounds,  sir! 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Michelson.  I began  working  in  1932  and  1988  at  various  jobs. 
I was  employed  by  a department  store  in  New  York  in  1984,  and  from 
then  until  1937  continued  to  be  employed  in  a department  store,  and  in 
1987 1 went  to  work  for  the  union.  « 

Mr.  Kunzio.  What  union  was  that! 

Mr.  Micheioon.  That  was  Local  2 of  the  Retail  and  Wholesale  De- 
partment Store  Workers  Union. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Have  you  worked  for  the  union  ever  since! 

Mr.  Michelson.  That  union,  yes,  or  its  successors. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Are  you  now  employed  by  the  union ! 

Mr.  Michelson.  Yes. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  What  is  your  present  position  in  the  union! 

Mr.  Michelson.  I am  organizational  director  of  District  66,  CIO. 
Mr.  Kunzio.  Is  that  herein  New  York! 

Mr.  Michelson.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr.  Michelson,  have  you  ever  been  a member  of  the 
Communist  Party! 

Mr.  Miohelson.  I decline  to  answer  under  the  privilege  granted  me 
by  the  fifth  amendment. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Are  you  now  a member  of  the  Communist  Party! 

Mr.  Michelson.  The  same  answer,  sir. 

Mr.  Walter.  What  comprises  district  66,  Mr.  Michelson! 

Mr.  Michelson.  District  66,  sir,  consists  of  approximately  80,000 
workers  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Walter.  All  in  New  York  City ! 

Mr.  Michelson.  All  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  here  a copy  of  the  Daily  Worker  of  Monday, 
October  28,  1940,  headlined  “labor,  Civic  Leaders  Demand  Commu- 
8ft#oe— 58— pte — s 
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nistsGet  Rightful  Place  on  Ballot  in  New  York  State,”  and  one  of 
those  people  listed  in  the  newspaper  here  as  demanding  it,  that  the 
Communists  get  a rightful  place  on  the  ballot  in  this  State,  is  William 
Michelson  of  Local  8 of  United  Retail  and  Wholesale  Workers  Union. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Are  you  that  Michelson?  Tho  question  is,  are. you 
that  William  Michelson? 

Mr.  Michelson.  I decline  to  answer  on  the  grounds  that  the  answer 
might  incriminate  me.  1 am  invoking  the  privilege  under  the  fifth 
amendment,  sir. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  If  you  wish,  we  can  just  say  “same  grounds,”  and  we 
will  understand  what  you  mean. 

Mr.  Mioiiel80n.  That  will  facilitate  it. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Bid  you  demand  that  the  Communists  get  a rightful 
place  on  the  ballot  in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Miohelson.  Same  answer. 

Mr.  Walter.  What  is  that  date  of  that  paper? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  That  was  in  1040,  sir;  October  28,  1940. 

Did  you  appear  before  Congressman  Kersten  and  a Labor  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Representatives  investigating  communism  in 
unions? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Same  answer,  sir. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  You  are  not  going  to  answer  the  question  even  as  to 
whether  you  appeared  there? 

Mr.  Miciieison.  Same  answer. 

Mr.  Clardt.  Witness,  I think  that  is  a matter  of  public  record,  so 
the  Chair  directs  that  you  answer  that  question. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Michelson.  Sir,  in  view  of  the  nature  of  that  investigation 
and  the  report  issued  by  that  committee,  I must  respectfully  decline 
to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Did  you  not  appear  before  the  committee,  and  did  you 
not  refuse  to  answer  at  that  time  in  1948  questions  as  to  any  possible 
Communist  activity  on  your  behalf? 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Kunzio.  On  your  part? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Sir,  the  record  would  speak  for  itself. 

Mr.  Clardy.  I direct  the  witness  to  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  Michelson.  Sir,  I must  decline  to  answer  then  on  the  same 
grounds  in  view  of  the  scope  of  that  investigation,  some  of  its  findings, 
and  the  record  of  that  investigation. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  here  in  front  of  me 

Mr.  Clardt.  Let  me  interrupt.  All  you  are  asking  him  in  those 

auestions  is  as  to  whether  or  not  as  a matter  of  fact  he  did  appear  at 
liose  hearings  and  testify. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  That  was  my  first  question,  sir,  and  then  the  next 
question  was  whether  he  appeared  and  took  the  fifth  amendment  and 
refused  to  testify. 

Mr.  Clardt.  I wanted  to  be  sure  the  record  discloses  that.  Proceed. 
Mr.  Kunzio.  In  other  words,  he  has  taken  the  fifth  amendment  on 
the  fifth  amendment,  sir. 

Mr.  Clardt.  That  is  right.  I have  instructed  him  to  answer,  and 
he  has  refused. 
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Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  in  my  hands  a photostatic  copy  of  the  Daily 
Worker  of  Monday,  June  6, 1040,  in  which  there  is  headlined  a story 
in  which  there  are  rallies  and  so  forth  involving  the  jailing  of  the 
three  Communist  leaders  in  the  Medina  trial.  Among  those  protest- 
ing, it  lists  a William  Michelson,  president  of  local  2,  New  York  Stores 
Employees  Union  (Gimbel’s),  in  parentheses.  Are  you  that  William 
Miciielson  ? 

Mr.  Miciielson.  I must  decline  to  answer  on  the  same  ground. 
Mr.  Kunzio.  You  do  not  have  to  decline.  There  is  no  requirement 
that  you  decline.  Do  you  decline  ? 

Mr.  Miciielson.  I decline  to  answer  on  tho  same  grounds,  sir. 
Pardon  me  a moment. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michaelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Miciielson.  Mr.  Chairman,  in  connection  with  the  previous 
question 

Mr.  Clardy.  Which  question  was  that? 

Mr.  Miciielson.  The  question  in  regard  to  my  appearance  before 

the  Kersten  committee 

Mr.  Clardy.  Yes. 

Mr.  Miciielson.  I would  like  to  indicate  to  you,  sir,  that  the  fact 
that  I invoke  the  privilege  in  connection  with  that— I did  not  mean 
to  be  noncooperative  with  this  committee.  I did  appear  before  that 
committee.  My  invoking  of  the  fifth  amendment  related  to  the  sub- 
stance of  some  of  the  questions  and  the  scope  of  that  examination  and 
the  findings. 

Mr.  Clardy.  That  may  have  been  your  intention,  but  actually  the 
answer  and  the  reason  I directed  you  to  answer  the  question  was  that 
the  answer  did  actually  not  say  just  what  you  think  you  are  noV  say- 
ing, and  I am  glad  you  have  chosen  to  correct  it.  Your  attorney  has 
apparently  given  you  some  very  good  advice  on  that. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  in  front  or  me  a photostatic  copy  of  a clipping 
from  the  Daily  Worker  of  July  28, 1040,  page  2,  headlined,  “Notables 
Wire  Clark.” 

In  a telegram  to  Attorney  General  Clark  nine  prominent  Americans  termed 
the  treatment  of  noncitizens  by  the  Justice  Department  as  “reminiscent  of  Nazi 
methods  of  treatment  of  minorities,"  it  was  announced  yesterday  by  the  Amer- 
ican Committee  for  Protection  of  Foreign  Born. 

Signers  of  the  telegrams  were — 

and  among  others  it  lists  William  Michelson,  president,  local  2,  depart- 
ment storo  workers. 

Did  you  sign  such  a telegram  under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
Committee  for  Protection  of  the  Foreign  Born? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Same  answer,  sir. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  May  I state  for  the  record  that  the  American  Com- 
mittee— 

Mr.  Clardy.  Wait,  did  I understand  your  question  was  merely  ns  to 
whether  or  not  he  signed  the  telegram,  which  is  a matter  of  record 
now? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Yes,  sir;  that  was  my  question. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Then  I direct  the  witness  to  answer  the  question. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Michelson.  Sir,  I must  respectfully  decline. 
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Mr.  Kuneio.  May  I state  for  the  word  that  tho  American  Com- 
mittee  for  the  Protection  of  the  Foreign  Born  was  cited  as  subversive 
and  Communist  by  Attorney  General  Tom  Clark  In  June  1948.  and 
September  1048.  It  was  listed  as,  "One  of  the  oldest  auxiliaries  of  the 
Communist  Party  in  the  United  States,"  by  the  Special  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  in  1044  and  in  1042}  also  bv  the  California 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  1947  and  in  1048. 

Mr,  Wawm.  May  I see  that  telegram,  ploose? 

Mr,  Claret.  Counsel,  I do  not  think  thoro  is  any  doubt  about  the 
fact  that  that  has  been  subversive. 

Mr.  Moulder.  Barely  do  poople  sign  a telegrnm.  I want  to  ask 
the  question,  did  you  authorise  the  sending  of  such  a telegram? 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Miohxlson.  Sir,  I must  also  respectfuly  invoke  the  privilege, 
tHo  sAtitti  answer.

Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  a copy  of  the  Daily  Worker  of  Now  York,  Feb- 
ruary 18,  1942.  which  headlines  a story,  “Browdor  Meetings  Begin 
With  Bally  Today."  This  discusses  meetings,  a sorios  of  "Free 
Browdor"  meetings,  throughout  the  city  with  Die  sponsorship  of  the 
New  York  City  division  of  the  Committee  to  Free  Earl  Browder.  The 
list  of  citywide  rallies  follows,  and  it  lists  Manhattan,  and  on  Wed- 
nesday, February  18,  it  lists  William  Michelson. 

Bid!  you  participate  in  a rally,  Mr.  Miohelson,  to  free  Earl  Browdor 
at  that  time  in  the  State  as  listed  in  the  Daily  Worker  ? 

Mr.  Miohxlson.  The  same  answer. 

Mr.  Clardt.  Again  what  was  that  date,  counsel? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Wednesday,  February  18,  1942. 

Did  you  work  on  any  Committee  to  Free  Earl  Browder? 

Mr.  Michelson.  The  same  answer,  sir. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  The  New  York  Trade  Union  Committee  to  Free  Earl 
Browder,  may  I state  for  the  record,  was  oited  by  this  committee  os 
among  the  projects  and  campaigns  of  the  Communist  Party.  Browder 
was  general  secretary  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Mr.  Clardt.  Witness,  you  knew  there  was  such  a movement,  did 
you  not?  . 

Mr.  Michelson,  I decline  to  answer  that  question,  sir,  on  the  same 
grounds. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  There  are  other  records  here,  Mr.  Chairman}  which 
with  your  permission  I will  pass  over,  all  involving  various  meetings 
to  treo  Earl  Browder,  and  all  and  each  and  every  one  listing  the  name 
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of  William  Micholuon  as  a speaker  or  panel  participant  in  ono  form  or 
ftnothor* 

Did  you  participate  in  the  Schappes  Defense  Committee? 

Mr,  Clardv.  Say  that  again,  counsel? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Did  you  participate  in  tho  Schappos  Defenso  Com- 
mittee? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Samo  answer,  sir. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  1 huvo  lioro  in  front  of  mo  a folder  called  “In  tho  case 
of  Morris  U.  Schappes,  anti-Fascist  trade  union  loader,  collcgo 
teaciier,  sentenced  to  State  prison  D/g  to  2 years  for  his  political 
opinions.’*  , ..... 

“Free  Morris  Schappes— fighter  against  fascism.” 

Sponsors  of  tiio  committee— among  them  are  names  including 
Micliolson,  William  Michelson,  manager,  local  2,  United  Retail  and 
Wholesale  Employees  Union,  CIO. 

Aroyou  tho  William  Micliolson  listed  in  this  pamphlet? 

Mr.  MiciiKieoN.  Tho  samo  answer,  sir. 

Mr,  Kunzio.  Tlie  Schappes  Defense  Committee  is  cited  ns  Com- 
munist by  Attorney  General  Tom  Clark  in  a letter  to  Loyalty  Review 
llourd,  April  27,  11)40.  It  was  listed  by  tho  Hjiecinl  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  in  1044  as— 

A front  organtiatlon  with  a strictly  Communist  objective,  namely,  tho  defense 
of  a self-admitted  Communist  who  was  convicted  of  perjury  In  tho  courts  of 
New  York. 

Morris  U.  Schappes  was  on  tho  teaching  staff  of  the  College  of  tho  City  of 
New  York  for  a period  of  IS  years.  In  1000  bis  superior  on  tho  college  faculty 
refused  to  recommend  him  for  rcapiwlntment.  This  action  lod  to  prolonged 
agitation  by  tho  Communist  Party.  , 

It  was  also  cited  by  the  California  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities. 

I also  have  another  document  from  tho  Daily  Worker  of  Fcbruniy 
4, 1042,  as  to  tho  same  point,  but  I will  not  belabor  and  wuste  the  tiino 
of  the  committeo. 

Mr.  Ci.ardy.  Those  citations,  counsel,  by  the  way,  are  taken  from 
an  official  publication  of  this  committeo? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Yes;  the  citations  uro  taken  from  the  Guide  to  Sub- 
versive Organizations  and  Publications,  revised  as  of  May  14,  1051, 
prepared  and  released  by  this  committee  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Mr.  Walter.  When  those  revisions  are  made,  do  you  make  a further 
inquiry  into  the  present  objectives? 

if r.  Kunzio.  Yes,  sir.  As  a matter  of  fact,  there  is  a very  exhaus- 
tive inauiry  going  on  into  all  this  at  the  present  time  with  the  thought 
in  mind  of  a now  edition  of  this  publication. 

Mr.  Walter.  I notice  that  most  of  that  is  ancient  history,  and  I am 
just  wondering  whether  you  made  it  current. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Yes,  sir:  there  is  a lot  of  material  in  that  publication 
which  is  very  current  It  just  happens  at  the  moment  we  are  dealing 
with  past  history  involving  this  witness. 

Mr.  Clardy.  As  I understand  it,  our  staff  is  engaged  in  the  work  of 
revision  at  the  moment 
Mr.  Kunzio.  That  is  correct,  sir. 

I have  in  front  of  me  a copy  of  the  Worker,  Sunday,  June  0, 1048, 
“Vets  to  Set  Up  Permanent  Lobby  Against  Mundt  Bill.”  William 
Michelson  is  listed  as  one  of  those  involved  in  the  permanent  veterans’

lobby  in  Washington  to  halt  the  passage  of  the  Mundt  bill.  Are  you 
the  William  Michelson  listed  in  this  article? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Same  answer,  sir. 

Mr.  Moulder.  May  I say,  this  saying  “same  answer”  I disagree 
with.  I disagree  with  the  procedure  of  the  witness  ns  to  the  same 
answer.  Of  course,  it  is  never  responsive  to  the  question.  lie  refuses 
to  answer,  and  I think  he  should  state  his  grounds. 

Mr.  Walter.  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Micheiaon.  Sir,  the  counsel  told  me,  instructed  me  to  answer 
in  that  fashion. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I thought  it  might  save  time. 

Mr.  Moulder.  I know  he  did.  I said  I disagree. 

Mr.  Kunziq.  I thought  we  understood  when  he  says  “samo  answer” 
he  means  to  say,  “I  am  declining  to  answer  on  the  grounds  of  the  fifth 
amendment  because  I feel”— ct  cetera. 

Mr.  Mouijjer.  Are  you  a veteran  ? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Moulder.  Did  you  serve  in  the  Armed  Forces? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Moulder.  How  long? 

Mr.  Michelson.  About  four  and  a half  years. 

Mr.  Moulder.  Whut  branch  of  the  service? 

Mr.  Miciieiaon.  Infantry. 

Mr.  Moulder.  In  the  Army? 

Mr.  Michelson.  Right,  sir. 

Mr.  Moulder.  Overseas? 

Mr.  Michelson.  No,  sir;  in  the  States. 

Mr.  Moulder.  Whore  were  you  stationed  ? 

Mr.  Miciieiaon.  I was  stationed  in  various  parts,  mostly  in  the 
Southwest.  I was  somewhere  halfway  through  my  Army  career  when 
I was  injured  and  placed  on  limited  servico  and  as  a result  wus  nob 
eligible  to  go  overseas  for  the  last  2 or  3 years  of  service. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  here  a document  on  which  is  printed,  “1,000 
Trade  Union  Officials  Urge  You  To  Protest  the  12  Smith  Act  Indict- 
ments.” Then  there  is  a letter  to  President  Truman,  and  one  of  those 
signatures  at  the  end,  printed,  of  course,  but  listed  liere  among  other 
nnmes,  is  William  Michelson,  secretary,  Joint  Board  of  the  Retail  & 
Wholesale  Department  Store  Clerks.  Are  you  the  William  Michel- 
son that  is  listed  there  in  this  letter  to  President  Truman  protesting 
the  12  Smith  Act  indictments? 

Mr.  Michelson.  I -decline  to  answer,  sir,  on  the  grounds  previously 
stated. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Will  you  date  that,  counsel,  or  can  you  ? It  mentioned 
12.  That  is  the 

Mr.  Kunzio.  There  were  12  at  first  before  one  was  dropped. 

Mr.  Clardy.  And  then  11? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  There  is  no  date  on  this,  sir,  but  it  wns  obviously  at 
the  time  that  the  action  wns  started,  1948  and  1949,  probnbly  1949, 
against  the  leaders  of  the  Communist  Party  and  what  became  known 
as  the  Medina  trial. 

Mr.  Curdy.  Which  has  also  been  popularly  labeled  as  the  trial  of 
the  11  Communists. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  That  is  right;  one  was  dropped  because  of  ill  health, 
and  it  became  11.  It  originally  was  12. 
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Mr.  Clardy.  I just  wanted  it  identified. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  This  petition  was  put  out  by  the  Civil  Rights  Congress. 
Have  you  at  any  time  been  identified  with  the  Civil  Rights  Congress  I 

Mr.  Michelson.  I must  decline  to  answer  on  the  samo  grounds. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  The  Civil  Rights  Congress,  as  I guess  we  all  know, 
has  been  cited  as  subversive  and  Communist  by  Attorney  General 
Tom  Clark  in  1047  and  1048  and  is  cited — 

As  an  organisation  formed  In  April  1046  as  a merger  of  two  other  Communist- 
front  organizations  ( International  I.nbor  Defense  and  the  National  Federation 
for  Constitutional  Liberties) ; “dedicated  not  to  the  broader  Issues  of  civil 
liberties  but  specifically  to  tho  defense  of  Individual  Communists  and  the  Com- 
munist Party"  and  "controlled  by  Individuals  who  are  either  members  of  the 
Communist  Party  or  openly  loyal  to  It." 

It  was  also  cited  by  the  congressional  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities,  1047  report. 

Mr.  Clardy.  How  many  more  of  those  do  you  have? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Just  n few,  sir. 

Mr.  Ci.AitoY.  All  right. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  “Unionists  Start  Nationwide  Drive  Against  the  North 
Atlantic  War  Pact,”  is  tho  headline  in  tho  New  York  Daily  Worker, 
April  14, 1049.  It  lists  a group  of  so-called,  nlleged  prominent  union 
lenders  opposing  tho  Atlantic  Pact  und  urging  negotiations  for  an 
American-Soviet  pact  of  pcaccnnd  friendship,  and  listed  among  the 
signers  typed  here  in  this  article  in  the  Daily  Worker  is  William 
Michelson. 

Are  you  tho  William  Michelson  listed  there? 

Mr.  Michelson.  I must  decline  to  answer  on  tho  same  grounds, 
sir.  , * 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Did  you  authorize  your  name  to  be  used  to  such  a 
petition  for  the  American-Soviet  pact  of  pence  and  friendship? 

Mr.  Michelson.  I must  decline  to  answer  on  the  sntno  grounds. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Under  tho  auspices  of  tho  Civil  Rights  Congress, 
which  I have  just  mentioned  a few  minutes  ago  and  for  which  I listed 
the  citations,  1 have  here  under  the  date  of  October  11, 1947,  a call  to  a 
conference  for  the  abolition  of  the  Un-American  Activities  Committee, 
at  Manhattan  Center,  Saturday,  October  11,  1047,  and  there,  under  a 

fianel  and  program  conference,  under  Inbor,  a panel  participant  is 
isted  as  William  Michelson,  along  with  Russell  A.  Nixon  and  several 
others.  Are  you  the  William  Michelson  who  appeared  in  this  panel 
conference  seeking  the  abolition  of  tho  Un-American  Activities  Com- 
mittee? 

Mr,  Michelson.  'I  must  decline  to  answer  on  tho  same  grounds. 
Mr.  Scherer.  Do  you  favor  the  elimination  of  the  Un-American 
Activities  Committee  ns  of  this  moment? 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinborg.) 

Mr.  Michelson.  I would  decline  to  answer,  sir,  on  the  same  grounds. 
Mr.  Clardy.  You  can’t  possibly  incriminate  yourself,  witness,  and 
I am  deadly  serious  about  this,  in  telling  us  your  viewpoint  on  that. 
Mr.  Michelson.  Excuse  me. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Shoinberg.) 

Mr.  Michelson.  Sir,  I must  maintain  the  same  answer  that  I gave 
previously.

Mr.  Kunzio.  Yes. 

Is  that  testimony  correct,  and  wore  you  a mombor  of  tho  Communist

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Mr.  Miohelson.  I think  you  might  be  right.  I am  not  sure. 

Hr.  Scherer.  Did  you  ever  sign  any  petitions  that  that  committee 
be  abolished  ? 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Michelson  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Miciieinon.  1 have  no  such  recollection,  sir. 

Mr.  Clardy.  You  mean,  so  far  as  you  now  recall,  you  have  not  signed 
such  a petition  5 is  that  what  you  mean? 

Mr.  Miohelson.  That  is  right,  sir. 

Mr.  Clahdy.  Do  you  have  any  further  question? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Nothing,  sir,  and  I suggest  this  witness  be  no  longer 
maintained  under  subpena  and  be  allowed  to  leave  the  building  at  once.

Mr.  Kunzio.  I note  that  you  are  represented  by  the  same  counsel 
who  is  already  on  record. 

Mr.  Clardy.  That  will  be  shown. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  What  is  your  address,  Mr.  Andren? 

Mr.  Andren.  623  East  14th  Street,  New  York  City,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  When  and  where  were  you  born? 

Mr.  Andren.  April  29, 1906,  in  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

(Representative  Francis  E.  Walter  left  the  hearing  room  at  this 
point.) 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Would  you  give  the  committee  a r6surn6  of  your  educa- 
tional background,  please,  sir. 

Mr.  Andren.  I am  a high-school  graduate. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Where  ana  when? 

Mr.  Andren.  In  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  approximately  1926. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Would  you  give  the  committee  a i&um6  of  your  occupa- 
tional background? 

Mr.  Andren.  I was  a men’s- wear  salesman  and  a manager  of  several 
stores  in  the  Midwest  until  I came  to  Chicago  in  1981;  came  to  New 
York  In  approximately  1936.  Then  I became  a traveling  salesman 
for  a little  more  than  a year,  and  then  was  employed  by  Blooming- 
dale’s  Department  Store  in  New  York  as  a men’s-clothmg  salesman 
in  1937.  I was  employed  there  until  approximately— with  a break 
of  a couple  of  years  while  I was  in  the  service,  I was  employed  there 
until  1947  when  I was  elected  as  a representative  of  the  Bloomingdale 
Employees’  Union.  I have  been  associated  with  the  union  since  that 
time.  # 

••  Mr.  Kunzio.  What  is  your  present  position  with  the  union  ? 

1 The  witneee,  Ctrl  Andren!  wee  tworn  in  execntiee  teuton  on  the  tame  date. 
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Mr.  Andren,  I am  a vice  president  of  district  65,  assigned  to  depart- 
ment stores  in  New  York. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Is  that  the  same  union  as  to  which  there  has  been 
testimony  prior  to  this  afternoon! 

Mr.  Andren.  Yes;  it  is. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Did  you  ever  at  any  time  in  or  about  1083  live  in  Rock- 
ford, 111.! 

Mr.  Andren.  I 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I guess  not 

Mr.  Andren.  I traced  my  history  step  by  step;  I went  from  St  Paul 
to  Chicago ; from  Chicago  to  New  York. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  So  you  were  not  in  Rockford,  111. 

Mr.  Andren.  No. 

Mr.  CbARDY.  I was  a little  puzzled,  too.  You  said  something  about 

the  Middle  West,  and  coming  from  there  I wondered 

Mr.  Andren.  St.  Paul  and  Chicago  are  Middle  West. 

Mr.  CbARDY.  That  is  right.  I thought  you  meant  to  imply,  as  I 
think  counsel  understood,  that  there  may  have  been  some  other  places 
that  you  didn’t  mention. 

Mr.  Andren.  No. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Now,  have  you  ever  been  at  any  time  a member  of  the 
Communist  Party! 

Mr.  Andren.  I must  exercise  my  privilege  under  the  fifth  amend- 
ment and  decline  to  answer. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Are  you  now  a member  of  the  Communist  Party! 

Mr.  Andren.  I must  exercise  my  privilege  under  the  fifth  amend- 
ment and  decline  to  answer. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Witness,  you  say  you  must.  You  mean  you  do! 

Mr.  Andren.  I do;  I do;  sorry. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  in  my  hands  a copy  of  the  Daily  Worker,  Fri- 
day. April  2, 1048.  The  headline  says  "Unionists  Back  Rights  Par- 
ley.” Parley  is  held  to  develop  a united-action  program  on  civil 
rights,  sponsored  by  the  Civil  Rights  Congress  and  the  American 
Committee  for  Protection  of  Foreign  Born.  Among  those  who  have 
endorsed  the  conference  it  lists  Carl  Andren,  business  agent,  Bloom- 
ingdale’s,  Local  3,  Department  Store  Employees’  Union.  Are  you  the 
Carl  Andren  therein  listed! 

Mr.  Andren.  I decline  under  the  privilege  that  I have  under  the 
fifth  amendment. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Are  you  a member  of  the  Civil  Rights  Congress! 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Andren  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Andren.  I decline  to  answer  under  my  privilege. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Have  you  endorsed  projects  sponsored  by  the  Civil 
Rights  Congress! 

Mr.  Andren.  I decline  to  answer. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  already  stated  for  the  record  this  afternoon  on 
today’s  record  the  citations  of  the  Civil  Rights  Congress  and  the 
American  Committee  for  Protection  of  Foreign  Born. 

Mr.  CbARDY.  You  needn’t  repeat  them  at  this  time. 

Mr,  Kunzio.  Did  you  appear  before  the  Kersten  committee  about 
which  there  has  already  been  interrogation  this  afternoon! 

Mr.  Andren.  Yes:  I did. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  At  that  time  were  you  asked  whether  you  were  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party,  ana  did  you  refuse  to  answer! 
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Mr.  Andren.  I was  asked  the  same  questions  in  substance  that  I 
am  being  asked  here  today,  which  were  also  part  of  a threat  at  that 
time  which  exists  over  my  head  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  So,  you  refused  to  answer  the  questions  then,  and  you 
refuse  to  answer  the  questions  now? 

Mr.  ANDnEN.  Within  the  framework  of  the  context  in  which  they 
are  being  placed,  putting  myself  in  jeopardy  to  go  to  jail,  which  I 
have  been  threatened  with. 

Mr.  Clardy.  You  are  not  imputing  any  such  threat  to  this  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Andren.  I am  not  to  this  committee;  no,  sir. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Very  well. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  1 have  here  in  front  of  me  a clipning  from  the  Wash- 
ington Star  of  September  7, 1048,  page  A-0.  The  headline  is : 

“Store  Union  Ousts  8 Over  Non-Communist  Oaths."  An  International  union 
president  suit)  yesterday  he  has  susjiended  three  officers  of  n CIO  department 
storo  local  for  refusing  to  sign  non-Communlst  affidavits,  Mr.  Wolehok  said 
he  ordered  the  officers'  suspension  and  recommended  further  action  by  the  parent 
union.  They  are  Lester  Uearson,  Samuel  Lewis,  and  Carl  W.  Andren,  business 
agent. 

Are  you  the  Mr.  Andren  listed  in  this  article? 

Mr.  Moulder.  Or  is  lie  the  Mr.  Andren  referred  to  by  this  state- 
ment, wouldn’t  that  be  better? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Are  you  the  Mr.  Andren  referred  to  by  this  statement? 

iAt  this  point  Mr.  Andren  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 
fr.  Andren.  I will  have  to  exercise  my  privilege  under  the  fifth 
amendment  and  decline  to  answer. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Again  may  I suggest,  you  mean  you  are  exercising 

Mr.  Andren.  Yes. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Were  you  suspended  from  a union  because  of  refusing 
to  sign  the  non-Communist  affidavit  required  by  the  Taft-Hartley 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Andren  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Andren.  I am  sorry;  I must  exercise  the  same  privilege. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  There  is  no  requirement  that  you  do  so. 

Mr.  Andren.  Well,  except  that  I open  the  door  for  lots  of  ques- 
tions that  I don’t  know  what  you  are  going  to  ask  subsequently,  even 
though  many  things  may  be  inaccurate. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Well,  witness,  each  question  must  stand  alone,  and 

you  either  answer  or  not  answer 

Mr.  Andren.  Except  the  committee  counsel  won’t  let  them  stand 
alone. 

Mr.  Clardy.  May  I instruct  you  that  each  question  stands  alone, 
and  you  have  no  right  to  assume  anything  with  respect  to  what  will 
follow.  Now,  as  I understand  it,  you  are  declining  to  answer  that 
question. 

Mr.  Andren.  Yes;  I am. 

■ Mr.  Kunzio.  May  I state,  sir,  for  the  record,  that  if  there  should 
be — and  I doubt  that  there  are  any — should  there  be  any  inaccuracies, 
the  clearest  way  to  get  rid  of  inaccuracies  is  to  answer  a question 
honestly  and  truthfully  and  state  what  the  facts  nre. 

Mr.  Clardy.  That  is  the  purpose,  in  part,  of  this  hearing. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Did  you  eventually  sign  the  non-Communlst  affidavit 
oath  as  required  by  the  Taft-Hartley  Act?  May  I state  that  whether 
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or  not  ho  signed  is,  of  courts),  something  thnt  cun  be  otiooked  es  • 
metter  of  rooord, 

Mr.  Curdy,  That  is  right, 

Mr.  Andhrn,  X think  you  ere  aware  of  wlto  tlio  officers  of  our  union 
ere— there  ore  hundreds  of  them  who  Imvo  signed,  but  because  of  tbo 
nature  of  the  question— 

Mr,  Kunsio.  Tliat  wasn't  tiio  question, 

Mr.  Andhrn  (continuing),  1 must  decline  to  anawer  under  the 
fifth  amendment, 

Mr,  Kunsio,  I have  1)01*0  in  my  hand  a photostatlo  copy  of  an 
affidavit  of  non*Communlst  union  officer,  and  reading  from  it,  ftstatosi 

The  umlcrMlgntHl  belli*  duly  sworn  iloponi*  mid  snysi  (1)  I nni  a responsible 
oMeer  of  the  union  named  below  i 01)  I nm  not  a niemlier  of  the  Oounuuntst 
Party  or  attainted  with  anoh  party;  (It)  1 do  not  trolley#  In,  and  1 am  not  a 
member  of,  nor  do  I support,  any  organisation  (lint  helloves  In  or  teaches  the 
overthrow  of  the  United  State*  tlovornment  by  force  or  by  eny  lllesal  or  uncon* 
etltntlonal  methiats. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Andren  conferred  with  Mr,  Sholnborg.) 

Mr.  Kunrhi.  "District  (15. 010.  Distributive,  Processing,  and  Office 
Workers  of  America.  OK)."  .Signature,  Curl  Andron;  rosidonoe, 
IS  Astor  Place,  New  York  City  | dated  Juno  17, 1058. 

Mr.  Cuanr.  What  dato? 

Mr.  Kunsio.  1058. 

Mr.  Curdy.  June  what?  < 

Mr.  Kunsio.  June  17, 1068, 

Mr.  SotiKRiR.  Wlto  is  the  notary? 

Mr.  Kunsio.  "Sworn  before"—- and  it  looks  like  O*r*o*i*s-H*o*k  or 
e*r,  Grosser  it  ie— commissioner  of  deeds,  city  of  Now  York.  Now 
York  County  clerk's  No.  184.  "My  commission  expired  October  8, 
1054." 

Mr.  Curdy.  Will  you  exhibit  that  to  tbo  witness  ? 

Mr.  KuNxto.  I hand  (his  to  you  and  ask  if  tlmt  is  your  signature, 
and  if  yon  signed  that  non-Communist  oatii,  of  which  photoetatio 
copy  is  In  your  hands. 

Mr.  An  on  hn.  This  is  a mat  tor  of  record  for  you,  and  I must  deoline 
to  answer  under  tho  sumo  grounds  which  I have  declined  previously. 

Mr.  Kunsio.  But.  Mr.  Andren,  it  is  not  a matter  of  record 

Mr.  Curdy.  Pardon  me,  counsol.  Witness,  boenuso  of  the  fact  that 
this  is,  as  you  correctly  state,  a matter  of  public  record,  the  Chair  now 
directs  that  you  answer  that  question.  Yon  may  consult  with  your 
attorney  if  you  wish  before  you  roply. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Andren  conferred  with  Mr.  Shoinborg.) 

Mr.  Andren.  That  is  my  signature. 

Mr.  Kunsio.  It  is  your  signature. 

Mr.  Scherer.  Were  you  telling  the  truth  when  you  signed  that  affi- 
davit? 

Mr.  Andren.  There  you  are.  That  is  the  kind  of  a question  that  I 
am  frightened  of  in  front  of  this  committee  because  something— some 
crackpot  will  come  along  and  make  a claim  against  me  and  open  me 
for  charges  of  perjuiy. 

Mr.  Sohbeeb.  I am  merely  asking  whether  or  not  you  told  the  truth 
when  you  were  under  oath. 

Mr.  Andren.  I never  tell  an  untruth. 
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Mr.  Noiikrkh.  Now  the  question  is  then,  wore  you  tolling  the  truth 
when  you  signed  t hat  affidavit. 

( At  this  point  Mr.  Amlron  conferred  with  Mr.  Shoinberg.) 

Mr.  Andhkn.  I don't  went  to  bo  difficult  with  this  committee,  but  at 
the  siime  time,  because  of  the  threats  that  have  lieon  made  against  me 
in  the  recent  past.  I can’t  afford  to  o|ien  the  door  for  my  going  to  jail. 

Mr.  GYaiidv.  Now,  witness,  you  have  Indicated  that  this  committee 
has  made  no  threats,  and  of  course  wo  know  that  is  the  fact,  that  there 
have  been  no  threats  of  any  kind  whatsoever.  In  fact.  I didn't  even 
know  about  you  any  more  than  you  knew  about  mo,  but  you  have  ad* 
mittod  the  signature  on  the  documont  in  question. 

Mr.  Andhkn.  Yes,  I did. 

Mr.  (.i.aiidy.  I must  tell  you  now  that  it  is  the  Chair’s  order  that  you 
do  answor  the  question  just  propounded  to  you  and  to  point  out  to 
you  that  unless  you  do  answer,  you  do  place  yourself  in  jeopardy. 
If  you  have  further  need  for  consultation  with  counsel,  you  may  do 
so.  1 am  sure  that  your  attorney,  able  lawyer  that  he  is,  representing 
you  will  bo  able  to  toll  you  what  I hnvo  in  mind. 

Mr.  Ani»ik n.  I think  in  view  of  my  previous  statement  regarding 
the  affidavit  that  I must  oxorciso— I do  exerciso  my  right  undor  the 
fifth  amendment. 

Mr.  Soiikkrii.  I)o  you  moan  to  tell  me,  Mr.  Witness,  do  you  mean 
to  toll  tills  committee,  that  yon  admit  that  you  signed  an  affidavit  here 
saying  that  you  woro  not  a Communist  as  late  as  June  17.  and  that 
now  you  refuso  to  toll  this  committee  whether  or  not  you  told  the  truth 
in  that  affidavit  f 

Mr.  Momj>r.u.  Of  courso,  the  affidavit  speaks  for  itself.  Do  yon 
want  to  offer  it  in  evidence  and  have  it  marked  os  an  exhibit!  • 

Mr.  CuAnnr.  Yes. 

Mr.  Soiikrkr.  I want  an  answer  to  the  question. 

Mr.  Andhkn.  That  affidavit  can  speak  for  itself  as  well  as  do  any 
others  I may  have  signed. 

Mr.  Soherkh.  My  question  1b  still  unanswered,  Mr.  Chairman,  and 
I ask  that  you  instruct  the  witness  to  answer  my  question. 

Mr.  Clardt.  I have  so  instructed  him,  Mr.  Scherer.  I again  in- 
struct you. 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Andren  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Clardy.  Witness,  before  you  answer,  may  I point  this  out  to 
you:  If  you  have,  as  you  admit  you  have,  signed  an  affidavit  averring 
that  as  of  June  17  this  year  that  you  were  not  them  a Communist,  we 
have  here  now  afforded  you  an  opportunity  to  say  to  the  world  that 
you  were  not  a Communist  at  that  time,  and  no  harm  can  possibly 
befall  you,  unless— unless  at  the  time  you  signed  that  affidavit  yon 
were  telling  something  that  was  not  true. 

The  truth  cannot  hurt  you  here  today  if  yon  confess  it  or  tell  us 
that  it  Is  the  truth. 


Now,  you  consulted  with  your  counsel,  and  you  have  an  opportunity 
here  to  ao  that  which  many  Communiste  claim  they  do  not  have  the 
privilege  of  doing;  that  is,  telling  the  world  what  the  truth  may  be. 

Now,  I direct  you  again  to  answer  that  question. 

(Representative  Francis  E.  Walter  returned  to  the  hearing  room 
at  this  point.) 

Mr.  Andhkn’.  Representative  Clardy,  I think  that  you  an  aware  of 
the  fact  that  I am  frightened  by  this  committee  ana  what  may  flow 
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from  it,  and  when  I unsworn!  the  question  in  a direct  manner,  tolling 
you  frankly  that  this  was  my  signature  and  that  I don’t  toll  untruths, 
and  thon  to  have  a question  come  back  at  me— was  that  a truthful 
statement— it  makes  mo  feel  that  a trap  is  being  set  for  mo  because  of 
my  association  with  astriko  in  New  York  at  this  moment,  and  I frankly 
don’t  want  to  offend  this  committee,  and  I think  you  aro  well  awnro  of 
that. 

I think  the  counsol  is  familiar  with  my  record  in  the  past  numbor  of 
years,  and  I think  ho  knows  what  affidavits  I have  signed.  Ho  cer- 
tainly knows  All  about  our  membership  and  its  attitude  on  the  ques- 
tions ho  is  raising. 

Mr.  Soiikhkh.  Mr.  Witness,  my  question  is  still  beforo  yon.  If  you 
want  to  decline  to  answer  iny  question, you  Imvo  the  right  to  decline  to 
answer  it.  But  you  have  not  answered  it  one  way  or  the  othor. 

Mr.  Andkkn.  I am  answering  it  in  the  same  way  I did  iiofore,  that 
I never  tell  any  untruths. 

Mr.  Moumier.  May  I help!  First  this  should  bo  murked  as  an 
exhibit  and  placed  in  the  record  and  thon  reference  can  bo  made  by 
interrogation. 

Mr.  CiAitnY.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ktmzto.  I would  like  to  do  it. 

Mr.  Moulder.  I want  to  call  the  witness’  attention  to  the  fnct  that 
isn’t  Ids  signature.  That  is  a photostatic  copy  of  Ids  signature,  isn’t 
that  sot 

Mr.  Kunxio.  It  was  stated  in  the  beginning,  Mr.  Chairman,  this  was 
a pliotostatic  copy  of  tins  witolo  document. 

Mr.  Cmrdy.  That  is  right.  Has  it  been  murked  f 
Mr.  Kunxiu.  Would  you  mark  it,  pleuse,  as  Andren  exhibit  1 for 
identification. 

(The  pliotostatic  copy  of  the  document  referred  to,  affidavit  of  non- 
Communist  union  officer,  was  marked  “Andren  Exhibit  No.  1”  for 
identification.) 

Mr.  Kunkio.  I have  in  my  hand  a document  marked  “Andren  Ex- 
hibit 1”  for  identification  which  purports  to  be  a pliotostatic  copy 
of  affidavit  of  non-Communist  union  officer,  United  States  of  America, 
Notional  Labor  Relations  Board.  The  witness  has  admitted  this  is 
a pliotostatic  copy  of  his  signature,  and  I now  offor  this  documont  in 
evidence  as  Andren  Exhibit  No.  1. 

Mr.  Clardy.  It  may  be  received. 

(The  pliotostatic  copy  of  the  document  previously  marked  “Andren 
Exhibit  No.  1“  for  identification  was  received  in  evidence  as  “Andren 
Exhibit  No.  1.’’) 

Mr.  Moulder.  Does  the  witness  admit  that  ho  did  sign  the  original 
of  which  this  is  a pliotostatic  copy? 

Mr.  Andren.  I said  this  is  my  signature. 

Mr.  Scherer.  I still  say  there  has  not  been  an  answer  to  my  ques- 
tion. He  has  a perfect  right  to  claim  the  fifth  amendment  to  my 
question,  but  he  hasn’t  answered  my  question. 

Mr.  Clardt.  You  are  right. 

Mr.  Scherer.  If  he  refuses  or  declines  to  answer  on  the  ground 
that  it  might  incriminate  him,  he  has  a perfect  right  to  do  so,  Mr. 
Chairman,  and  I won’t  press  it  further. 

Mr.  Andren.  Congressman,  1 do  exercise  my  right  on  your  question, 

> under  the  fifth  amendment 
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Mr.  Soiikrrr.  I htivo  tin  further  question. 

Mr.  Ktmxio.  You  hnveBtiited  that  you  were  frightened  to  answer 
hi  front  of  thin  committee.  In  order  that  the  record  inny  bo  clear,  you 
wore  apparently  also  frightened  to  answer  in  front  of  tho  Education 
and  Labor  Committee  in  1018  j in  that  correct? 

Mr.  Anorkn.  For  tho  reasona  or  the  ciroumatancea  under  which  I 
apjienrcd  in  1048  where  we  had  a problem  with  tho  department  store 
managements  in  New  York.  A committeo  arrived  on  (he  scone,  and 
relating  my  experiences  bnck  to  1048,  nothing  flowed  from  them  except 
a lot  of  had  publicity  to  demoralize  our  members. 

Wo  are  in  tho  midst,  of  an  8- week  strike  at  Hearns,  and  I wbh  threat- 
ened that  a committee  would  lie  brought  in,  nnd  here  it  is,  so  I am  not 
at  ease  here  when  I have  been  told  that  1 was  going  to  bo  thrown  in 
jail  if  a striko  took  place. 

Mr.  Ktmztn.  Could  it  bo  that  tho  reason  you  are  not  at  ease  is  that

Mr.  Anorkn.  I don’t  beconio  uneasy 

Mr.  Ktmzro.  Answer  the  question,  please. 

Mr.  Anorkn.  There  is  another  attempt  to  draw  communism  in  here, 
nnd  I must  exercise  my  right  under  the  fifth  amendment. 

Mr.  Konmo.  We  are  not  hiding  behind  any  attempt  to  bring  com- 
munism in.  Communism— let’s  fnce  it— is  in  here,  and  we  are  dis- 
cussing communism,  in  ense  you  didn’t  know  it,  this  afternoon,  and 
that  is  why  you  are  here. 

Mr.  Claroy.  That  is  why  you  are  here,  sir. 

Mr.  Anorkn.  I know.

Witness,  just  so  that  we  mny  have  a common  ground  of  undefstand- 
ing  that  this  record  may  be  perfectly  dear,  yon  are  not  now  attempt- 
ing to  say  to  tho  world,  are  you,  that  the  memliers  of  this  committee 
have  you  in  physical  fear  at  this  juncture?  You  are  not  saying  that, 
are  you? 

Air.  Anorkn.  Well,  look 

Mr.  Cmrdy.  Just  answer  my  question  fairly.  That  isn’t  what  you 
attempt  to  say,  is  it? 

Mr.  Wai.tkr.  Let  him  answer  it. 

Mr.  Anorkn.  I don’t  know  any  of  you  gentlemen.  I want  to  re- 
spect you.  I certainly  respect  the  office  for  which  you  have  been 
elected,  but  my  exiwrience  causes  me  to  wonder  sometimes.  Instead 
of  Mr.  Greenfield  threatening  me  that  a committee  is  coming  into  town. 
I wish  (his  committee  with  its  vnst  powers  of  public  opinion  would 
end  the  8-week-old  striko  of  these  employees  who  aren't  asking  for  a 
wage  increase  and  want  the  right  to  go  back  to  work  without  even 
a contract. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Witness,  that  is  somewhat  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  committee. 

Mr.  Anorkn.  I don’t  know. 

Mr.  CiiARDY.  To  get  back  to  what  I was  leading  up  to,  you  don't 
want  to  publicly  leave  the  impression  hero  that  this  committee  ill  at 
this  moment  in  Shy  Way  intimidating  you,  do  you  ? 

Mr.  Anorkn.  No;  I don’t  think  you  are  intimidating  me,  but  I 
don’t  want  this  committee  to  ruin  my  reputation  in  New  York,  either. 

Mr.  Coarot.  Witness,  do  you  not  understand  that  tho  question* 
that  have  been  propounded  to  you  aro  directed  toward  giving  you  an 
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opportunity  to  clear  your  unmet  You  have  signed  nn  Affidavit  there, 
and  I confess  I am  surprised  that  you  will  not  frankly  say,  "Yes,  I 
was  tolling  the  truth  when  I signed  It."  If  you  do  that,  you  will  help 
yourself  immeasurably  in  this  community,  and  the  committee  oannot 
and  would  not  or  oven  think  of  visiting  anything  upon  you{  but,  since 
you  decline,  thore  is  nothing  more  that  can  bo  done. 

Proceed,  Mr.  Counsel. 

Mr.ANDRRN.  Mr.  Congressman,  may  I just  add  this  i That  the  por  - 
tion I took  originally,  if  the  committee  wero  interested  in  me  person* 
ally  and  not  relating  these  questions  to  others  all  over  the  city  of  New 
York,  then  it  would  lie  a different  story  t but  I know  that  most  of  these 
questions  are  loaded,  and  they  related  to  pointing  the  Anger  at  mem* 
Bern  and  other  individuals,  and  it  is  not  mo  who  forces  me  into  this 
position.  I think  it  is  the  way  those  committees  are  conducting  them- 
selves and  in  the  process— 

Mr.  Clakov.  Proceed,  Mr.  Counsel. 

Mr.  Ktmsto.  We  are  asking,  Mr.  Andron,  a very,  very  simple  ques- 
tion ns  to  whether  you  have  ever  been  a member  of  tho  Communist 
Party,  and  a simple,  easy  Answer  would  bo  to  open  your  lips  and 
say  ‘‘No." 

I have  here  In  my  hand  a copy  of  tho  Daily  Worker  of  Monday, 
September 27, 1048.  The hendlino says: 

Olty  Hall  Oei*  Demand  It  Act  on  Thompaon  Araault. 

The  story  says : 

Barred  from  a meeting  with  Mayor  O'Dwyor  at  Olty  Hall,  a delegation  of  47 
civic,  trade  union,  political,  and  religious  leaders  Friday  lodged  through  the 
mayor's  police  aid  a demand  for  a thorough  Investigation,  apprehension,  and 
bringing  to  Justice  of  the  assailants  of  Robert  Thompson,  New  York  State  Com- 
munist Party  chairman— 

and  among  those  listed  hero  ns  boing  members  of  this  delegation  ia 
Carl  Andren. 

Were  you  a member  of  such  delegation  f 

Mr.  Andrrn.  Never  heard  of  it,  and  that  is  why  I have  to  exercise 
my  rights  under  the  fifth  amendment. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Now,  there  is  a frank  answer,  Witness,  the  type  we 
have  been  trying  to  get  from  you.  If  that  is  the  fact  that  you  were 
misidontifled  in  that,  you  can  clear  these  things  by  saying  so.  As  I 
understand  it,  it  is  your  answer  that  this  listing  is  incorrect! 

Mr.  Andrrn.  I have  never  soon  it.  I don’t  know  what  it  is. 

Mr.  Ktjnwo.  I will  hand  it  over,  marked  "Andren  Exhibit  No.  2"  for 
identification. 

I ask  you  to  look  at  this  article  and  the  story  and  see  if  you  recog- 
nise your  name  as  the  Carl  Andren  listed  there. 

Mr.  MotTtDBR.  In  other  words,  your  question  is  whether  or  not  he 
is  the  person  referred  to  in’ the  artiolef 
Mr.  Kunsio.  That  was  my  first  question,  yes,  original  question. 

Mr.  Andrrn.  The  name  looks  like  Carl  Andrews  to  me.  I don’t 
know  what  it  is. 

Mr.  Kfnsxo.  I ask  you  again  the  question : Were  you  a member  of 
this  delegation  which  protested  the  Denting  of  the  New  York  State 
Communist  Party  chairman,  Robert  Thompson  t 
Mr.  Andbrn.  I must  exercise  my  rights  under  the  fifth  amendment, 

■ Mr.  Kunxto.  I want  to  ask  you  a question  that  I asked  earlier  this 
afternoon,  Mr.  Andren.  There  has  been  discussion  that  you  and  others 
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•re  attempting  to  lead  this  union  nwav  from  communism.  Even  the 
Daily  Worker  lias  accused  the  union  of  that;  and  if  the  union  is  being 
led  away  from  communism,  and  if  communism  is  no  longer  at  issue, 
then  I ask  you  once  more  and  finally  the  question,  Are  you  now  a 
member  of  tlio  Communist  Party  ? 

Mr.  Andhkn.  Our  members  have  takon  a position  on  the  question 
of  communism— 

Mr.  Kunzio.  That  is  not  tho  answer  to  tlio  question.  The  question 
is,  Are  you  now  a member  of  tho  Communist  Party  f 
Mr.  Aniihrn.  Tho  officers  (hut  don’t  follow  the  membero  don’t  Inst 
aa  officers, 

Mr,  Kunzio.  Are  you  now  a member  of  tho  Communist  Party,  and  I 
will  ask  that  tho  witness  bo  directed  (o  answer  that  quostion,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Mr.  Andhkn.  1 will  answer  that  question  an  I previously  have  an- 
swered it:  1 exorcise  my  right  under  tlio  fifth  amendment  to  not 
answer. 

Mr.  Hoiikrkh.  Do  tho  memliers  of  your  union  know  whether  you  are 
a member  of  tho  Communist  Party  or  notf 
(At  this  point  Mr.  Andron  conferred  with  Mr.  Shoinberg.) 

Mr.  Andhkn,  1 don't  understand  just  what  the  Congressman  means. 
Mr.  Sohkhkh,  You  just  finished  telling  us  that  your  members  are 
sntisllcd  with  you  peojplo,  and  I want  to  know— 

Mr;  Andhkn.  I said  they  have  taken  a position  on  tho  question  of 
communism,-  and  there  wouldn’t  bo  any  officers  in  our  union  that  would 
bo  officers  if  thov  didn't  live  up  to  tho  dociBions  of  our  members. 

Now,  you  try  to  ask  me  a loaded  quest  ion  as  to  what  do  1 know  about 
what  the  members  think.  I presume  they  have  taken  these  positions, 
and  thov  can  expect  their  leadership  to  comply  with  their  decisions. 

Mr.  Sohkhkh.  All  right.  Now,  you  said  thnt  I want  to  know  what 
your  members  think,  and  I will  ask  you  this  question : Have  you  ever 
told  tho  memliers  of  your  union  whether  or  not  you  are  a member  of 
the  Communist  Party? 

Mr.  Andhkn.  I will  answer  this  in  this  way:  The  memliers  of  our 
union  don't  think  thnt  I am  a Communist. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Are  they  correct,  in  thnt  assumption! 

Mr,  Andhkn.  Thoreyou  are  asking  me  another  quostion  which  I have 
to  uso  tho  privileges  under  the  fifth  amendment  not  to  answer. 

Mr.  Cmhoy.  Witness,  you  don’t  havo  to,  ns  I have  explained  before. 
You  are  taking  tho  fifth  amendment,  howover! 

Mr.  Andhkn.  Yes,  liccauso  I don’t  know  where  I am  being  led. 

• Mr.  Kunzio.  We  don’t  know  where  you  have  been.  I have  no 
further  questions. 

Mr.  CijAHdy.  Any  further  questions! 

Witness,  you  signed  an  affidavit  this  year  saying  that  you  were,  aa  of 
that  moment,  not  a member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Has  your  status 
Changed  since  that  date? 

Mr.  Andrkn.  Committee  counsel  could  have  looked  back  further 
and  found  other  affidavits,  too. 

i Mr.  Clabdy.  Well,  that  may  be  so.  but  just  answer  my  question  as 
to  the  period  since  June  17  this  year  down  to  and  including  right  now. 

Mr.  Andhkn.  If  that  was  not  a truthful  statement,  the  Justice 
Department  will  certainly  exercise  its  role. 
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Mr.  Clardy.  Witness,  you  oro  not  answering  my  question.  My  ques- 
tion is:  Has  your  status  in  any  way  changed  us  to  Communist  affilia- 
tions since  the  June  17  date  of  that  affidavit! 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Andren  conferred  with  Mr.  Sheinberg.) 

Mr.  Andren.  You  are  asking  the  question,  as  I understood,  has  my 
status  changed  since  June  17.  The  answer  is  “No”. 

Mr.  Clardy.  So  that  if  you  were  telling  the  truth  at  that  time,  you 
are  not  a Communist  at  the  moment,  ana  if  you  were  not  telling  the 
truth  at  that  time,  you  are  still  a Communist,  thnt  is  tho  impression 
you  want  to  leave? 

Mr.  Andren.  No : I don’t  want  to  leave  that  impression. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Well,  you  are  sure  leaving  it. 

Do  you  have  any  further  questions? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  No  further  questions,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Any  reason  this  witness  should  not  be  excused  ? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  No  reason. 

Mr.  Clardy.  The  witness  is  excused. 

Callyour  next  witness. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr.  David  Livingston. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Are  you  ready,  Mr.  Counsel? 

Mr. Kunzio.  lam. 

Would  you  state  your  name  for  the  record,  please  ? 

TESTIMONY  OF  DAVID  LIVINGSTON,*  ACCOMPANIED  BY  HIS 
COUNSEL,  ARTHUR  SHEINBERG 

Mr.  Livinoston.  My  name  is  David  Livingston,  L-i-v-i-n-g-s-t-o-n. 
Mr.  Kunzio.  Let  the  record  show  that  I note  that  the  same  counsel 
is  here  thnt  has  been  present  for  the  afternoon. 

Mr.  Clardy.  It  will  so  show. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Would  you  state  your  present  address,  pleaso,  Mr. 
Livingston. 

Mr.  Livingston.  Mr.  Chairman,  would  you  let  my  answer  in  the 
executive  session  show  for  the  record  here  sinco  its  publication  in  the 
press  has  in  the  pust  caused  my  family  considerable  embarrassment? 

Since  you  already  have  my  address 

Mr.  Kunzio.  My  question  was,  what  is  this  man’s  address. 

Mr.  Clardy.  That  is  what  I understood. 

Mr.  Walter.  That  is  a reasonable  request  to  be  made.  We  have  it. 

Mr.  Clardy.  We  have  the  address,  and  it  is,  of  course,  easily  found, 

I assume,  in  the  telephone  book,  anyway. 

Mr.  Livinoston.  It  is,  sir,  and  besides,  I gave  it  to  you  a little  while 
ago. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  When  and  where  were  you  bom  ? 

Mr.  Livinoston.  I was  born  January  8, 1016,  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y. 

Mr.  Chairman,  before  you  proceed  with  the  questions,  may  I make 
my  request  to  you  at  this  time  that  these  hearings  be  adjourned  until 
the  Hearn’s  strike  is  closed— 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Just  a moment.  Mr.  Chairman.  This  is  already  in 
the  record  also,  and  I suggest  that  this  not  be  repeated  because  I am 
sure  the  witness  wouldn’t  want  this  said  out  loud,  either. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Well,  you  proceed  with  your  questions  until  the  wit- 
ness has  answered  a question ; we  will  receive  no  explanations. 


* Witness,  David  Livingston,  was  sworn  In  execntire  session  on  the  same  dag. 
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Mr.  Livingston.  I was  making  a request  to  you,  sir. 

Mr.  Ci.akdy.  Never  mind,  witness. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Would  you  give  the  committee  a record  of  your 
background,  your  educational  oackground,  please  ? 

Mr.  Livingston.  I went  through  normal  grade  and  high-school 
education  in  New  York  City  and  attended  college  for  3 years. 

Mr.  Kunziu.  When  did  you  graduate  from  high  school  and  when 
from  college? 

Mr.  Livinobton.  I did  not  graduate  from  college. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Let  us  start  first,  when  did  you  graduate  from  high 
school? 

Mr.  Livingston.  You  are  really  testing  my  memory.  I will  have 
to  think  back  now,  just  a moment. 

Mr.  Claiidy.  You  aren’t  so  very  old.  I can  remember  when  I did. 
Mr.  Livingston.  The  exact  year,  sir? 

Mr.  CiiARDY.  Yes,  sir.t 

Mr.  Livingston.  I will  have  to  think  back.  Let  me  see — 1027,  I 
think,  from  grade  school,  public  school  128:  and  1031  from  New 
Utrecht  High  School,  U-t-r-e-c-h-t. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Would  you  give  the  committee  a r£sum6  of  your  oc- 
cupational background,  your  employment,  please? 

Mr.  Livingston.  I held  various  jobs  while  I was  at  school,  and 
after  I left  school  I worked  as  a salesman  for  a while  and  as  a ware- 
houseman for  a while.  Then  I was  elected  to  oflice  in  the  union  of 
wholesale  and  warehouse  employees.  I remained  in  that  occupation 
for  a number  of  years  and  was  interrupted  only  by  service  in  the 
Armed  Forces. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  What  is  your  present  position,  Mr.  Livingston  ? * 

Mr.  Livingston.  I am  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Distributive, 
Processing  and  Office  Workers  of  America,  CIO. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  That  is  here  in  New  York? 

Mr.  Livingston.  That  is  in  a number  of  places  throughout  the 
country.  It  is  a national  union. 

Mr.  CiiARDY.  You  hold  a national  office  then? 

Mr.  Livino8ton.  In  DPOWA  I hold  a national  office.  I also  hold 
a local  office  hero  in  New  York. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Now.  I have  here  in  front  of  me  a document  entitled, 
“Photostatic  Copy  of  Pages  From  the  Young  Communist  League  1938 
Yearbook”  in  which,  under  a headline,  “Branch  Stalwarts”  is  a 
picture  under  which  is  the  name  David  Livingston:  New  York  State 
Young  Communist  League,  1038  yearbook.  I pass  this  to  you  and  ask 
whether  you  are  the  David  Livingston  whose  picture  appears  on  those 


pages. 

Mr.  Livingston.  I would  decline  to  answer  that  question  on  the 
grounds  that  the  question  is  in  violation  of  my  rights  under  the  fifth 
amendment  of  the  constitution. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Do  you  decline  ? Yon  said,  “Iwould  decline.”  Do  you 
decline  to  answer? 

Mr.  Livingston.  I certainly  do  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Do  you  want  that  marked  as  an  exhibit? 

Mr.  Kunzio.  There  are  a whole  group.  We  haven't  been  following 


Mr.  Clardy.  I didn't  know  if  you  wanted  that  one  specifically. 
Mr.  Walter.  When  did  your  union  go  back  to  the  CIO? 
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Mr.  Livingston.  The  exact  date  I don’t  recall.  It  was  somewhere 
between  the  10th  and  lfith  of  May  of  this  year. 

Mr.  Wamtw,  Was  that  before  or  aftor  the  convention  at  Atlnntio 
City! 

Mr.  Livinoston.  It  was— by  the  “convention  at  Atlantic  City”  do 
yon  mean  the  conference  in  Atlantic  City  which  arranged  for  our 
affiliation  with  CIO! 

Mr.  Waweh.  Is  that  what  it  was!  I thought  it  was  a national  con* 
vontion. 

Mr.  Livingston.  Yes.  In  tho  early  part  of  May  of  this  yonr  wo  held 
a meeting  of  our  executive  bonrd  of  DPOWAs  simultaneously  the 
executive  bonrd  of  the  Retail,  Wholesale  and  Dcpnrtmont  Store 
Union,  CIO,  met  and  an  agreement  was  reached  by  which  tho  two 
unions  would  merge,  and  pursuant  to  that  agreement  wo  woro  read- 
mitted into  CIO  and  are  now  proud  members  of  CIO. 

Mr.  CiiAnnr.  Proceed,  Mr.  Counsol. 

Mr.  Kuttsto.  I shall  ask  you  directly,  have  you  ovor  been  a mombor 
of  tho  Young  Communist  League? 

Mr.  Livingston.  I believe  that  question  violates  my  rights  under 
the  fifth  amendment,  and  I decline  to  answer. 

Mr.  Ktmxta.  Have  you  over  been  a mombor  of  the  Communist  Party, 
Mr.  Livingston! 

Mr.  Livinuston.  I beliove  that  that  question  violates  my  rights  under 
the  fifth  amendment,  and  I decline  to  nnswor. 

Mr.  KuNSto.  You  just  stated  that  your  union  is  a proud  member  of 
the  CIO.  Let  me  ask  you  tho  question,  are  you  now— I am  talking 
about  at  this  time— a member  of  tho  Communist  Party! 

Mr.  Livingston.  Well,  you  have  nut  two  things  togothor — I am 
sorry,  I don’t  know  your  name  or  now  to  address  you.  Do  I say 
“counsel”! 

Mr.  Kunsio.  That  will  be  perfectly  all  right. 

(Representative  Cordon  H.  Scherer  returned  to  the  hearing  room 
at  this  point.) 

Mr.  Livinoston.  You  put  two  things  together.  We  are  proud  mem- 
bers of  tho  CIO,  and  I say  unhesitatingly  we  are  loyal  to  the  principles, 
programs  and  practices  of  the  CIO. 

Mr.  Kunxio.  Answer  the  second  part. 

Mr.  Livinoston.  In  which  you  ask  me  whether  I personally  am  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party.  I decline  to  answer  under  tho  fifth 
amendment. 

Mr.  Kunkio.  I have  here  a photostatio  copy  of  tho  Daily  Worker, 
February  24, 1942.  We  will  go  up  through  the  years  and  see  your 
activity.’

Mr.  Livingston.  I beliove  that  tlint  question  violates  my  rights 
under  the  fifth  amendment,  and  I decline  to  answer. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Tho  Amorlcnn  Youth  Congress,  for  tho  record,  Mr. 
Chairman.  lias  been  cited  os  subversive  and  Communist  by  Attorney 
Genoral  Tom  Clark  in  letters  to  the  Loyalty  Keview  Board  of  1047 
and  of  1048. 

“It  originated  in  1084  and  lias  been  controlled  by  Communists  and 
manipulated  by  them  to  influence  tho  thought  of  American  youth,” 
said  Attorney  General  Francis  Biddle  in  the  Congressional  Record  of 
September  24, 1042. 

“ ‘One  of  tho  principal  fronts  of  the  Communist  Party*  and  ‘promi- 
nently identified  with  the  White  House  picket  line  under  the  immedi- 
ate auspices  of  the  American  Pence  Mobilization;  ’ ” Special  Commit- 
tee on  Un-American  Activities,  1042 ; also  cited  in  1030, 1041,  and  1044. 

The  California  Committee  and  the  Massachusetts  Committee  also 


I cited  this  group.  It  was  cited  in  1048  by  the  special  subcommittee  of 
the  House  Committee  on  Appropriations,  and  cited  as  a Communist 
front  by  the  Pennsylvania  Commonwealth  Counsel  in  January  1042. 

(Representative  Gordon  H.  Scherer  returned  to  the  hearing  room 
at  this  point.) 

Mr.  Kunzio,  I have  here  a photostatic  copy  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  New  York  Model  Legislature  of  Youth,  January  28  to  80,  1038, 
sponsored  by  the  American  Youth  Congress,  and  listed  as  among  the 
members  of  the  presiding  committee  is  Dave  Livingston,  .United 
Wholesale  Employees  of  New  York.  Are  you  the  Dave  Livingston 
therein  listed? 


Mr.  Livingston.  I believe  that  that  question  infringes  on  my  rights 
under  the  fifth  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  and  1 decline  to  an- 
swer it. 


Mr.  Kunzio.  I have  another  article  from  Review,  published  weekly 
by  the  New  Age  Publishers  for  the  Young  Communist  League  which 
also  talks  about  speeding  the  youth  drive  to  free  Browder  and  also 
lists  one  Dave  Livingston.  I won’t  ask  that  same  question  again. 

I have  here  a letterhead  of  the  American  Youth  for  Democracy,  13 
Astor  Place,  room  607,  New  York  8.  The  letter  is  dated— this  par- 
ticular letter— November  11, 1043.  On  the  letterhead  as  acting  presi- 
dent of  American  Youth  for  Democracy  is  David  Livingston.  Are 
you  the  David  Livingston  therein  listed? 

Mr.  Livingston.  I still  believe  that  that  question  violates  my  rights 
under  the  fifth  amendment,  and  I decline  to  answer. 

Mr,  Kunzio.  For  the  record,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  American  Youth 
for  Democracy  has  been  cited  as  subversive  and  Communist  by  Attor- 
ney General  Tom  Clark  in  1947  and  1048  and  was  cited  as  the  new 
name  under  which  the  Young  Communist  League  operated  and  which 
also  largely  absorbed  the  American  Youth  Congress  in  the  Special 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  report,  in  1944. 

It  was  elted  by  this  committee — 


as  a front  formed  in  IMS  to  succeed  the  Young  Communist  League  and  tor  the 
purpose  of  exploiting  to  the  advantage  of  a foreign  power  the  idealism,  inex- 
perience, and  craving  to  join  which  Is  characteristic  of  American  college  youth.

Mr.  Soiierer.  I Bald  “Communist-front.” 

Mr.  Livingston.  Let  me  say  that  my  declining  to  answer  ques- 
tions in  connection  with  these  Communist  fronts  should  not  be  taken 
by  you  as  an  admission  tiiat  I had  the  connection,  but  only  that  having 
it  or  not  might  endanger  me,  and  I chose  to  exercise  my  privilege 
under  the  fifth  amendment. 

Mr.  Scherer.  May  not  be  taken  by  me,  but  has  been. 

Mr.  Livinoston.  I think  you  are  in  error  if  you  do  and  unfair  to  me 
and  in  violation  of  my  rights  if  you  make  that  assumption. 

Mr.  Walter.  Taken  by  itself  I would  agree  with  you,  but  there  is 
abundant  evidence  that  what  Mr.  Scherer  says  is  correct.  There  are 
a number  of  people  who  have  testified  as  to  your  activities. 

Mr.  Livingston.  1 have  never  heard  this  testimony,  and  I simply 
say  to  you,  sir,  that  my  declining  to  answer  questions  should  not. 
under  tne  interpretation  of  our  Constitution  as  I understand  it— and 
as  the  finest  lcgul  talent  has  told  us— a declination  does  not  mean  that 
you  are  guilty  of  action  which  you  are  hiding,  but  only  that,  innocent 
or  guilty,  you  choose  to  decline  for  your  own  protection. 

If  that  were  not  true,  the  fifth  amendment  would  be  the  veiy  oppo- 
site; it  would  mean  it  you  exercised  tho  fifth  amendment  you  are 
admitting  guilt.  I am  not  admitting  any  such  guilt,  and  I do 
believe  that 

Mr.  Walter.  Of  course,  you  don’t  realize  tho  fifth  amendment  ap- 
plies only  to  people  testifying  against  themselves  in  a criminal 
proceedings. 

Mr.  Livinoston.  Granted,  sir. 

Mr.  Walter.  This  isn’t  a criminal  proceedings. 

Mr.  Livingston.  Granted,  but  it  does  mean  this:  Mr.  Budenz  testi- 
fied before  the  McCarran  committee,  and  he  said 

Mr.  Clardy.  Pardon,  witness.  We  have  heard  both  sides  of  this 
argument  quite  a few  times. 

Mr.  Livingston.  All  right;  very  well,  sir. 

Mr.  Clardy.  The  hour  is  late,  and  I agree  with  my  fellow  Congress- 
man here.  He  is,  I think,  more  nearly  correct  than  you  are,  but  will 
you  go  ahead. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  One  final  question,  if  I may.  I have  here  the  Daily 
Worker  of  Monday,  April  13, 1953,  which  has  an  article  “Distributive 
Union  Parley  O.  K/s  Move  To  Enter  CIO,”  and  it  says : 

Negotiations  looking  toward  affiliation  of  the  Distributive,  Processing,  and 
Office  Workers  with  the  CIO  or  Its  merger  with  other  CIO  onions  were  unani- 
mously approved  by  delegates  to  the  union's  convention  held  over  the  weekend. 

It  goes  on: 


{Several  days  before  the  convention  there  was  a report  by  David  Livingston,, 
who  was  later  named  secretary-treasurer  of  the  DPO — 

and  so  forth.  The  article  goes  on  to  say: 

I The  resolution  submitted  by  the  administration  also  said,  "We  love  our  country 
and  oppose  communism,"  in  line  with  the  general  tone  set  by  DPO's  leaders  to 
prove  to  the  OIO  the  union  is  "worthy"  of  admission  Into  Its  ranks. 

In  other  words,  Suggesting,  as  I have  in  earlier  questions  today,  that 
there  is  an  attempt  to'lead  this  union  away  from  any  Communist  activi- 
ties. In  line  with  that  Statement  I want  to  ask  you  once  again,  Mr. 
Livingston,  to  answer  honestly  and  frankly  the  question : Are  you  to*- 
day  a member  of  the  Communist  Party!  • : i>  > <. 
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Mr.  Lmnorton.  Counsel,  your  union  is  absolutely  freo

Mr,  Piiilimiok.  My  name  is  Herbert  A.  Philbrick,  P-h-M*b-r-i-c-k, 
Mr.  Ci.A«or.  Author  of  1 laid  Three  Lives 5 that  is  in  my  library. 
Mr.  Piiii.nuioK.  Vos,  sir, 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr,  Philbrlck,  I see,  of  course — it  is  most  unnecessary 
to  state— that  you  are  unaccompanied  by  counsel,  but  1 take  it  you 
prefor  to  testify  without  counsel? 

Mr.  PuitiuiioK.  Yes;  I do. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I wanted  the  rocord  to  show  that.  What  iB  your 
addro8b.sir. 

Mr.  PiiiLfunoK.  My  address  is  21  Vermont  Avenue,  White  Plains, 
N*.  Y, 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I note,  of  courso,  that  you  have  testified  before  this 
committee  previously,  and  we  havo  records  to  that  effect.  Therefore 
the  typical  background  questions  and  material  of  that  nature,  quea- 
tions  of  that  nature,  would  not  be  necessary  to  ask. 

Briefly,  as  1 understand,  you  did  act  as  undercover  agent  for  the 
FBI  for  a period  of  0 years;  Is  that  correct,  sir? 

Mr.  PiiiumiOK.  Yes;  it  is. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  What  is  your  present  occupation,  Mr.  Philbrick? 

Mr.  P>iu.niitcK.  At  the  present  time  I am  working  for  tbe  New 
York  Herald  Tribune  in  New  York,  a member  of  the  advertising  staff 
of  the  paper.  Also  I write  a Sunday  column  for  the  Tribune  called 
The  Bed  Underground. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr,  Philbrick,  the  purpose  for  which  we  have  asked 

Jou  to  come  bofore  the  committee  today  is  to  give  us  the  benefit  and 
nowledge  of  your  experience  with  regard  to  any  possible  individuals 
whom  you  might  know  or  might  nave  evidence  about  who  were 
involved  in  a conspiracy  of  the  Communist  Party  among  the  clergy. 
We  are  interested,  of  course,  only  in  individuals  as  they  may  have 
an  effect  in  this  vitally  important  field. 

Mr,  Philbrick,  could  you  give  us  any  information  on  the  question 
of  the  attitude  of  the  Communist  Party  toward  religion?  Do  they 
consider  it  important  as  far  as  Communist  domination  is  concerned? 

Mr.  Philbrick.  Yes,  sir;  they  do.  end  I was  originally  given  that 
Communist  Party  training  and  instruction  as  to  the  party  attitude 

* RNtawd  bjr  lh»  foU  cobbIUm. 
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toward  religion  In  my  earliest  days  in  the  Communist.  Party  movement 

Sit  1 was  first  naked  to  join,  nnd  did  join  after  consulting  with  the 
i tho  Young  Conununiat  Jsmguo. 

lnnnodintoly  nftor  joining  thoYOL  1 discovered  that  ono  of  tho 
moat  important,  aspects  of  our  work  wna  that  of  educational  Hussions 
wltioli  took  place  at.  regular  YCL  meet  Inga  every  other  week,  We  had 
in  our  YCL  in  Cambridge.  Maw.,  a number  of  young  college  people, 
mostly  young  college  people,  and  young  folks  front  the  neighborhood 
there  lit  Cambridge, 

Ono  of  t lie  text  hooka  which  wiih  used  in  t he  t raining  of  t hese  embryo 
Communists  was  a book  written  by  Ixmin  called  Tito  Tasks  of  Youth. 
1'ltia  book  was  printed  bv  the  Communist.  Party  in  this  country  and 
had  a foreword  in  tho  hook  by  Alexander  Trachtenberg,  one  of  tno  top 
Politbureau  membera  here  in  the  United  States. 


Mr.  Trachtenberg  in  his  foreword  explained  that  although  this  was 
a speech  delivered  by  Lenin  many  years  ago  to  the  Young  Communist 
League  in  the  Soviet.  Union,  it.  applied  very  specifically  and  directly 
to  the  young  people,  the  youth,  in  capitalist,  countries,  too,  and  our 
instructor  at  our  YOL  cell  explained  to  ua  that  tbis,  of  course,  included 
that  of  tlie  young  people  in  the  United  States. 

I would  suggest,  the  part  which  applies  specifically  to  No.  1, 
tlie  vast  importance  of  reeducating  tho  young  people  in  order 
to  create  a Communist  society;  and  No.  2,  tho  principal  objectives  of 
tho  Communist  Party  In  educating  and  reaching  the  young  people, 
because  Lenin  states  quite  specifically  that  tho  prime  objective  of  tho 
Communist.  Party  should  bo  to  intlme  the  youth  with  Communist 
ethics,  and  there  is  thereafter  a passage  which  says  that  of  course 
Communists  do  not  boliovo  in  God  nnd  that.  they  know  that  tho  clorgy 
speak  in  the  name  of  God  only  in  order  to  servo  tho  interests  of  tno 
capitalist  class  of  the  nation,  nnd  ns  Communists,  of  course,  wo  know 
therefore  that  everything  they  say  is  completely  rnlso. 

In  tho  first  place,  wo  were  told,  the  Communist  Party  must  imbue 
the  youth  with  a completely  new  typo  of  ethics,  nnd  that  comprises 
Communist  ethics,  nnd  then  they  go  on  further  to  say  flint  this  type 
of  ethics  means  that  you  do  whatever  is  necessary  in  order  to  accom- 
plish your  objectives. 

Mr.  Cpardy.  May  I interrupt  you!  The  word  “ethics”  is  badly 
misused  there  because  it  means  an  absence  of  ethics. 

Mr.  Piiilrrick.  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Ktmxio.  Were  you  ever  taught,  specifically  in  these  meetings 
What  the  Communist  Party  intended  in  regard  to  religion  in  the 
United  States  of  America? 

Mr.  Cuardt.  You  moan  what,  its  program  of  assaulting  and  de- 
stroying religion  may  have  beent 

Mr.  KtiNsio.  Yes ; if  ho  wishes  to  go  into  that. 

Mr.  I*niMiR!CK.  Well,  I believe  again  that  the  text  of  this  par- 
ticular book  will  show  quite  clearly  that  communism  and  religion 
cannot  exist  side  by  side  in  any  society;  that  either  one  or  the  other 
must  be  destroyed,  and  that  was  the  Communist  Party  position. 

Now,  so  ter  as  the  strategy,  and  tactics,  of  the  Communist  Party  in 
this  country  are  concerned,  under  present  conditions  we  were  taught 
that  the  Communist  Party  at  this  moment  was  not  to  destroy  religion 
in  the  United  States  but  to  use  it.

Now,  for  oxiunplo,  nn  tho  committee  known  from  my  previous  testi- 
mony, I wan  instructed  to  be  mi  underground  secret  member  of  the 
Communist  I’nrfy.  At.  ono  point,  in  my  experiences  1 moved  from 
tlio  community  or  Cambridge,  Mass.,  up  to  Wakefield,  and  I wan  called 
Into  a special  meeting  of  the  Young  Communist  f/onguo  at.  Mint  time, 
and  ono  of  my  Instructions  that  waa  given  to  me  before  moving  up  to 
thin  new  community  waa  that  1 waa  to  join  the  local  church  in  that 
community.  The  roason  for  joining  It  was  sovcralfold. 

Number  ono,  and  the  moat,  important,  reaaon,  waa  that  no  Commu- 
nist is  of  any  value  to  tho  Communist  Party  if  ho  isolates  himself 
from  tho  masscA  of  tho  people.  Ho  must,  Instead,  I wan  told,  cement, 
clonor  ties  with  tho  numnen  of  tho  people.  Tho  comrades  know  that 
I had  always  been  very  active  in  Christ  inn  youth  work;  ho  had 
boon  head  of  a young  Baptist  youth  organisation,  and  they  said  that 
those  contracts  now  are  very  valuable.  “You  know  many  adult  load* 
ors  in  tho  Chrintinn  youth  movement,  and  you  munt  under  no  circum- 
stances do  anything  to  disrupt  those  connections.  You  must,  instead, 
keep  those  relationships.’’ 

(Representative  Gordon  H.  Scherer  returned  to  tho  hearing  room 
at  this  point.) 

Mr.  Ktmssra.  Are  individual  clergymen  of  value  to  tho  Communist 
Party  when,  as,  and  if  they  may  bo  Communists  thorn  solves? 

Mr.  Pini.nmoR.  They  indeed  are,  sir. 

Mr.  Kimzm.  Would  you  explain  to  the  committee,  perhaps  in  some 
detail.  how  that  could  hnppen  in  tho  first  place  and  just  what  indi- 
vidual clorgymon  could  do  to  assist  tho  party? 

Mr.  MotJi.ur.n.  Docs  ho  know  specifically  of  such  a situation  f, 

Mr.  KtJNzm.  That  is  the  next  question. 

Mr.  Mocrr.nRR.  Ho  should  testify  on  that  rnthor  than  to  reach  con- 
clusions of  his  own.  Wo  hear  that  story  from  so  many  people. 

Mr.  Ci.akdv.  I think,  Congressman,  if  wo  did  get  the  background  of 
that,  first  and  then  go  into  detail— because  I think  of  another  angle  of 
it  right  now  that,  will  follow  logically  after  tho  philosophical  angle. 

Mr.  Konsio.  That  was  my  intention,  sir;  then  to  go  into  specific 
knowledge  of  this  witness. 

Mr.  CiiAanr.  After  he  answers  this  question.  Before  you  do,  I have 
one  to  interpose,  but  go  ahead  and  answer  this  one. 

Mr.  PnujmroR.  All  right.  I will  begin,  and  then  at  any  timo  please 
ask  me  any  further  questions  that,  may  help. 

Perhaps  the  best  way  to  begin  is  to  review  again  testimony  previ- 
ously given  before  this  committee  on  July  28, 1951.  At  that  time  I 
related  that  after  many  years  in  the  Communist  Party  movement,  and 
having  slowly  gone  up  the  ladder  in  the  Communist  Party,  I was 
moved out  of  the  regular  Communist  Party  organization,  was  ordered 
to  sever  all  of  my  connections  with  known  Communists  and  to  go  even 
deeper  underground  and  to  become  a member  of  the  pro  group  section 
of  tne  Communist  Party  in  Boston,  Mass. 

Mr.  Clarot.  Meaning  tho  professional  group? 

Mr.  pHiumioK.  Yes ; and  as  I testified  before,  before  this  committee, 
this  pro  group  was  composed,  I discovered,  of  doctors,  lawyers,  teach- 
ers, professors,  businessmen,  Government  workers,  and  people  in  com- 
munications such  as  the  newspaper  and  radio  and  telephone,  and  also 
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in  Boston/  Mobs.,  A ; cell  of  special  Communists  who  were  posing  as 
ministers  of  the gospel  .•  f ii  -i 
Mr.  Claud*.  You  say  '‘posing.”  Explain  that 
t Mr.  Philbjuok.  That  is  right;  because  these  meh  certainly  were  not 
true  ministers  of  the  gospel  in  any  way.  shape;  or  manner.  They  were 
Communists  first  ana  completely— dedicated,  hardened,  steeled  Com* 
mtinists— because otherwise  you  could  never  be  a member  of  the  pro 
group  section.;! ; •••>••.-  >•./  ••  •,  -n. 

Mr.  Clari>V.  That  leads  to  the  question  that  I had  in  mind,  How 
were  they,  recruited,  or  if  not  recruited,  how  did  they  get  into  that 
position  of  important  responsibility  I 
Mr.  Philbriok. : So  far  as  I could  determine,  these  individuals  were 
Communists  before  they  became  ministers.  Just  before  I got  out  of 
the  Communist  Party  in  1949 1 was  attending  a series  of  secret  sessions 
of  a Communist  school  called  the  Boston  School  for  Marxist  Studies. 
The  sessions  I attended' were  at  the  home  of  Otis  Archer  Hood,  the 
chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Massachusetts. 

One  of  the  students  in  this  special  course  was  a young  theological 
student  who  was  already  a member  of  the  Communist  Party,  but  was 
being  assigned  by  the  Communist  Party  to  move  into  the  religious 
field;  and  that  meant  that  he  would  have  to  go  through  his  preliminary 


be  ordained  as  a minister  in  one  of  the  major  denominations. 

Mr.  Clard*.  Then  what  you  are  saying  is  that  it  is  part  of  the 
Communist  plot  to  start  someone  on  theroad  to  the  ministry,  knowing 
full  well  that  he  is  not  going  to  be  a minister  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word,  but  merely  as  a party  agent! 

Mr.  Philbsick.  That  is  absolutely  true,  sir.  f 
Mr.  Mouioeb.  Do  you  recall  this  man’s  name  you  are  referring  to  in 
your  testimony! 

Mr.  Phobbiok.  No;  I do  not.  In  fact,  so  far  as  I can  recall,  I never 
did  learn  his  name.  This  was  just  prior  to  my  appearance  on  the 
witness  stand  before  Judge  Medina,  and  the  course  had  not  been  com- 
pleted, and,  as  you  know,  at  any  of  these,  secret  sessions,  full  names 
were  never  used,  only  first  names  or  nicknames.  Sometimes  you  would 
sit  directly,  next  to  a person  for  weeks  at  a time  without  ever  knowing 
who  he  was.  It  was  a venr  difficult  job,  even  inside  Of  your  own  cell, 
todiscover  the  identity  of  everyone,  so  it  is  not  my  recollection  now 
whether  I learned  the  identity  of  this  individual  or  not. 

I can’t  recall  it  now. 

Mr.  Clabdy.  Then  the  thing  you  are  saying  is  that  there  isn’t  so 
much;  recruitment  of  ministers,  but  rather  the  attempt  to  insinuate 
people  into  the  ministiy  who  are  Communists  to  start  with! 

Mr.  Philbriok.  That  is  the  initial  phase  of  it,  sir,  but  then  following 
that,  Mid  of  great  aid  and  assistance  to  the  Communist  Party,  is  their 
campaign  of.using  nonrCommunist  Party  ministers  and  victimizing 
innocent  individuals  in  the  religious  field. 

Mr.  Clardt.  How!  . 

Mr.  Philbrick.  Well,  that  is  done  in  a thousand  different  ways. 
It  is  done  through  the  circulation  of  petitions.  It  is  done  by  me 
soliciting  of  funds  for  Communist-front  organizations.  It  is  done 
by  inviting  ministers  to  join  Communist-front  organizationaand  .to 
save  their  permission  to  use  their  names  on  the  letterheads  of  these 
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Ml*.  CiiABD*.  You  mean  without  disclosing  the  fact  that  they  are 
deliberately  trying  to  dupe  the  ministers  f 
Mr.  Philbrick.  That  is  right;  that  is  right 
* Now,  l ean  give  many,  many  examples  ot  how  that  is  done,  but  just 
let  me  illustrate  one.  In  1943  I was  contacted  by  the  Communist 
Party  headquarters  in  Boston  and  waS  told  that  the  Young  Commu- 
nist League  was  going  to  be  dissolved  and  that  a new  youth  organiza- 
tion would  be  formed  by  the  Communist  Party.  I was  instructed  to 
come  to  New  York  City  to  attend  the  dissolution  of  the  YCL  and  to 
further  attend  the  formation  of  this  new  youth  organization. 

I was  told  that  the  new  organization  would  be  called  American 
Youth  for  Democracy,  AYD.  I was  further  told  that  upon  my  return 
to  Massachusetts  the  party  wanted  to  have  me  and  would  assign  me 
to  be  the  State  treasurer  in  Massachusetts  of  this  organization.  I came 
to  New  York,  attended  the  conventions  os  instructed,  and  went  back  to 
Massachusetts. 

In  Massachusetts  we  sent  out  letters  of  invitation  to  every  youth 
organization  we  could  find,  either  in  the  telephone  book  or  on  the  list- 
ings of  church  manuals,  and  so  forth.  These  letters  went  out  to  these 
young  people.  They  came  to  a founding  convention  of  the  AYD  in 
Massachusetts  and  we  had  a very,  quote,  “democratic,”  end  of  quote 
election. 

There  were  nominations  from  the  floor  for  the  officers;  voting  was  by 
secret  ballot  and  Herbert  A.  Philbrick  was  elected  State  treasurer  of 
AYD.  Not  one  of  those  young  people  knew  that  that  decision  had 
been  made  by  the  Communist  Party  long  before  they  had  even  heard 
of  the  name  of  the  organization. 

Mr.  Clarot.  How  was  the  manipulation  of  the  ballots  handled? 

Mr.  Philbrick.  Well,  that  would  take  a long  time  to  explain  how 
that  was  done,  but  the  key  to  the  situation  was  this,  thnt  in  the  letters 
that  were  sent  out  from  Communist  Party  headquarters  to  these  youth 
organizations,  Herbert  A.  Philbrick  was  listed  as  a Baptist  youth 
leader,  and  these  young  people  did  not  know  they  were  voting  for  a 
cardholding,  dues-paying  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  They 
thought  that  they  were  voting  for  a Baptist  youth  leader. 

Now,  the  Baptist  Church  nad  no  knowledge  that  this  was  being 
done.  I was  not  officially  a delegate  from  the  Baptist  Church.  That 
was  simply  the  tag  put  onto  my  name  by  the  Communist  Party.  That 
is  just  one  example  of  how  a church  signature  is  used  by  the  Com- 
munist Party  in  order  to  obtain  certain  ends. 

To  have  a Communist  Party  member  in  such  a key  position  was  of 
vital  and  vast  importance  to  the  party-state  treasurer. 

Now,  in  the  same  organization  we  nad,  of  course,  a national  head- 
quarters: we  had  a national  magazine;  we  had  a great  deal  of  propa- 
ganda which  went  out  over  the  name  of  AYD.  In  these  publications, 
in  this  propaganda  appeal,  a certain  amount  of  it  was  written  by  a 
man  called  Beverend  Eliot— I think  his  name  is— White.  A great 
many  young  people,  non-Communist  young  people,  joined  AYD  be- 
cause they  would  assume,  and  had  full  right  to  assume,  that  any  indi- 
vidual member  of  the  clergy  could  be  trusted,  and  that  any  organiza- 
tion being  backed  and  being  testified  to  by  a member  of  the  clergy 
should  be  a legitimate  organization.  The  net  is  that  Beverend  Eliot 
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White,  Record!  tic  to  his  own  statements  niado  long  after  A YD  folded, 
was  and  is  a member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

Mr.  CijArdy.  Was  ho  actually  a minister  of  tho  Gospol  f 
Mr.  PututmoK.  I boliovo  he  was  ordained  as  such  j yes,  sir.  I know 
that  his  picture  which  we  featured  in  our  Communist  publication 
allowed  him  wearing  a clerical  collar,  and  his  nnmo  always  appealed 
as  Rev.  Eliot  Whitef 

Mr.  Clardy.  Well,  having  had  some  experience  in  other  Holds  and 
knowing  how  their  titles  are  assumed  many  times,  I ask  you  that  won* 
dering  If  It  was  possiblo— - 

Mr.  Piiilumok.  So  far  ns  I know,  his  church  organisation  has  tnkon 
no  action  against  him,  sir,  and  so  far  ns  I know,  his  church  organi- 
sation has  not  taken  that  title  away  from  him  nor  prevented  him  from 
using  that  title  in  this  Communist-front  organisation. 

, Mr.  Clardy.  All  right!  proceed. 

Mr.  Pmr.natoK.  In  1047.  when  I joined  the  pro  group,  shortly  there- 
after, wo  selected  a now  chairman  for  our  very  secret,  deeply  under- 
ground cell.  Tho  chairman  of  our  underground  cell,  the  now  chair- 
man, was  a Martha  Fletcher.  Martha  Flotchor  also  was  tho  head  of 
the  Unitarian  youth  movement  in  this  country,  and  sho  worked  di- 
rectly for  Rev.  Stephen  Fritchman  nt  Unitarian  headquarters  in  Bos- 
ton, Mass.  I knew  that  sho  had  obtained  that  position  bccuuso  it  was 
known  that  sho  was  a disciplined  member  of  tho  Communist  Party. 

Certainly  for  tho  Communist  Party  to  bo  able  to  movo  somebody 
into  such  a position  of  such  vital  importance  to  tho  Christian  Churcn 
in  this  country,  I think,  iB  highly  significant  and  very  dangorous. 
Martha  Flotchor  is  now  in  Paris,  and  I understand  that  nor  attorneys 
have  advised  her  to  stay  there. 

Another  example  I cun  give  is  tho  tirno  when  Rov.  Hewlett  Johnson, 
Dean  of  Canterbury,  came  to  this  country. 

Mr.  Ci*ardy.  Commonly  called  tho  Roa  Dean. 

Mr.  Pim.RRtoK.  Iloforo  ho  arrived  in  this  country  I received  instruc- 
tions front  Communist  Party  headquarters  that  I was  to  work  to- 
gether with  another  comrade  ns  n committee  of  two  to  propnro  for  the 
arrival  of  the  Red  Dean  and  to  form  a proper  welcome  to  tho  Red 
Dean  when  he  arrived  in  this  country,  and  specifically  in  Boston. 

Tho  comrade  I was  assigned  to  work  with  at  that  timo  was  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Moos,  mothor-in-law  of  the  convicted  perjuror,  William 
Remington.  She  and  I worked  together  at  her  apartment  on  Walnut 
Street  in  Boston. 

CortAinly  neither  she  nor  I could  hove  achieved  very  much  for  the 
party  by  ourselves.  That  work  had  to  bo  done  by  tho  subversive  group 
of  individuals,  of  Communists,  posing  as  ministers  because  they  in 
turn,  of  course,  have  had  entree  to  othor  non-Communist  clergy,  and  I 
think  that  the  record  will  show  that  tho  dean  was  givon  a very  fine 
welcome  to  Boston*  and  that  was  achieved  through  tne  efforts  and  the 
work  of  this  small  subversive  cell  of  ministers  in  Boston. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  To  the  best  of  your  knowledge  when  was  the  date  of 
his  arrival  to  this  country,  on  tliis  particular  occasion  ? 

Mr.  PuiMtRicK.  I don’t  recall  the  exact  date  at  the  present  time. 
However,  I did  write  an  article  in  great  detail  explaining  this  opera- 
tion for  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  about  a year  ago,  and  if  the 
committee  would  desire.  I would  bo  glad  to  send  that  complete  article 
in  1 o you  because  in  it  the  operation  is  described. 
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Mr.  OiiAtmr,  Horn!  it  along,  and  Mr.  Counsel,  have  it  marked  aa 
“Exhibit  1”  upon  its  rccoipt. 

(The  article  from  tlio  Now  York  Hornld  Tribune,  marked,  and  re- 
ceived in  evidence  ns  "Philbrick  Exhibit  No.  1”  is  retained  in  commit- 
tee Hies.) 

Mr.  Clardy.  That  wus  sovornl  years  ago.  I remember  tlio  incidont, 
but  1 can’t  recall  the  dale,  oitlior.  As  I romomltor,  thero  wore  some 
patriotic  demonstrations  against  his  reception,  too. 

Mr.  1’im.uuicx.  That  m right. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Arp  there  any  other  specific  illustrations  such  us  the 
type  you  are  now  giving? 

Xfr.  Piiimiiiiok.  1 would  say  that  in  almost  ovory  Communist-front 
operation  wo  UHod  the  names  of  ono  or  moro  ministers;  and  again  the 
idea  of  the  Communist  Party,  because  all  of  these  fronts  woro  formed 
under  the  guidance  of  tlio  Communist  Party  itsolf,  was  that  tlio  names 
of  these  niinisters  would  onnblo  tlio  party  to  victimize  a grout  many 
more  pcoplo  than  they  otherwise  would  bo  able  to.  I think  it  has 
been  accurately  estimated  before  this  committee,  as  a matter  of  fact, 
that  tlio  Communist  Party  in  this  country  has  been  able  to  obtain  from 
non-Communist  sources  sums  up  to  $50  million  a year  obtained  from 
non-Communist  individuals  and  oven  somo  anti-Communist,  and  yet 
used  for  Communist  Party  purposes. 

There  again  tho  names  of  ministers  aro  extremely  valuable  to  the 
Communist  Party  in  enabling  them  to  carry  out  that  type  of  a fraudu- 
lent operation. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Aro  tho  ministers  to  which  you  are  referring,  now 
listed  in  tlioso  different  front  organizations,  largely  non-Communista 
themselves,  or  woro  they  ? 

Mr.  PitiMiiucK.  That  is  right,  Bir. 

Mr.  Kt/N/.m.  Who  woro  duped? 

Mr.  Piut.niuOK.  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Ci.aiioy.  Thoy  woro  shown  a good  objective  and  enlisted  in  a 
causo  they  thought  worthy  ? 

Mr.  Pi!ii.iuucK.  That  is  completely  right,  sir.  Sinco  I havo  gotten 
out  of  the  party,  sinco  HMD,  it  is  ovident.  to  me,  following  Communist 
Party  documents  and  manuals  and  tho  Daily  Worker  and  other  pub- 
lications regularly,  that  the  party  today  is  oven  moro  successful  in 
using  ministers  and  in  victimizing  ministers  than  thoy  were  while  I 
was  in  the  party.  For  example,  tho  Daily  Worker  reported  that  2,800 
ministers  signed  petitions  for  clomcncy  for  tho  Rosenborgs. 

Mr.  Ci<ahi>v.  That  isn’t  tho  host,  authority  in  the  world,  but  at  any 
rate,  we  can  accept  tho  fact  that  there  must  have  been  a considerable 
number. 

Mr.  PiiiMUuoK.  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Do  you  liavo  any  other  specific  oxnmplo  of  a recent 
situation  of  this  typo  othor  than  this  Itosenbcrg  situation,  a specific 
example  of  where  a minister  was  used  or  his  naiiio  was  used? 

Mr.  PfiiijmioK.  Again  there  aro  so  many  exnmples  which 

Mr.  Scherer.  May  I interrupt  off  the  record? 

(Discussion  off  tho  record.) 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Would  you  continue? 

Mr.  PmuiRioK.  Yes,  sir.  One  of  tho  most  flagrant  examples  oc- 
curred just  about  the  first  of  this  year,  and  this  was  a petition  which 
was  published  widely  in  the  Communist  pross,  not  only  in  this  coun- 
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Stmt  All  over  the  wei'ltli  Thin  Communist  propaganda  sot  forth 
ministers  In  this  country  tint!  nlnteil  tlmt  Mm  Government  of  Mm 
ted  Stain*  wits  tailing  political  prlamters  nint  political  dissenters

Mr.  Pmt.tmtcK.  Well,  again,  ns  yon  Imd  explained,  the  approach 
wns  made  to  these  ministers  for  a very  lino  reason.  yon  see,  Tlm  letter 
wns  sent  out.  over  the  tmme  of  n man  who  signed  himself  ns  n reverend. 
The  ministers  who  received  Mm  letter  were  asked  to  sign  a return  post- 
rani,  and  Mm  return  postcard  went  to  a post  office  box  In  Philadelphia, 
Pm 

Mr.  Sortwnm.  Tills  Is  In  connection  with  the  11  convicted  Com- 
munists t 

Mr,  PimmntcK.  Yes,  nnd  again  the  nppmnch  wns  Mint  In  Mm  time 
of  Christmas  and  the  time  of  good  will  to  men.  this  would  be  a fine 
time  to  permit  these  prisoners  to  spend  the  Christmas  season  with 
their  families  at  home. 

Mr.  SmiMom.  You  know  that  that  Is  what  they  did  f 
Mr.  Pttit.nstcK.  That  is  right,  because  I telephoned,  and  it  so  hap- 
pened that  280  names  were  obtained  by  mall  nnd  by  personal  solicita- 
tion bar  this  petition.  More  than  25  percent  pf  the  names  ware  minis- 
ters. 1 knew  some  of  the  )>eople  on  that  list,  nnd  t called  one  of  them. 

I called  the  dean  of  Andoveo— Newton  Theological  Semlnnry,  Dr.  Her- 
bert Gexork,  O-c-s-o-r-k,  because  t know  tlmt  Dr.  Gcsork  wns  certainty 
not  only  not  a Communist,  but  1m  is  very  much  of  an  anti-Coimnimlst. 
His  own  parents  have  perished  under  Mm  Communists  In  Europe,  and 
Dr.  Gesork  was  shocked  when  ho  discovered  tlmt  the  petition  wnB 
appearing  In  tlm  Communist  press  With  the  use  of  Ids  nnnm,  nnd  he  was 
the  one  who  explained  it  to  me,  after  some  difficulty  In  recollecting 
it  at  all,  as  to  how  the  comrades  had  managed  to  get  bis  name. 

The  original  approach  bad  been  nmdo  to  him  sometimes  before 
Christmas,  and  he  acknowledges  ho  very  foolishly  signed  tills  card  and 
returned  it  However,  he  did  wlmt  many  other  ministers  should  do. 
He  immediately  dispatched  telegrams  to  the  person  who  had  Solicited 
his  name  and  to  the  press  and  to  the  President,  asking  that  I1I9  name  be 
stricken  from  that  list  immediately  because  ho  certainly  wns  not  in 
favor  of  any  of  the  objectives  as  set  forth  in  the  text. 

Mr.  Ktmzto.  Mr.  Philbrick,  you  mentioned  before  thnt  you  had 
heard  of  specific  ministers.  I wanted  to  ash  you  whether  you  could 
give  this  committee  specific  names  bf  ministers  whom  you  personally 
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knew j let  us  suy  first,  whom  you  personally  knew  as  members  of  the 
Communist  Purly,  end  then  perhaps  secondly,  ministers  whom  you 
heurd  of  mb  members  of  ifie  Communist  Party. 

Mr#  Piiimihiok.  First  of  all)  1 have  no  legal  evidence  which  wmdd 
stand  In  the  United  Htntes  court  of  law  to  prove  that  any  of  these 
individuals)  members  of  the  clergy)  are  in  fact  also  members  of  the 
Communist  Party.  That)  of  course)  is  because  of  the  way  in  which  the 
Communist  Party  is  organised.  Each  cell  in  the  pro  group  under* 
ground  section  of  the  Communist  Party  is  isolated.  You  are  given 
strict  Instructions  that  you  ore  to  hove  nothing  to  do  with  any  comrade 
outside  of  your  own  cell.  You  are  never  to  mention  the  name  of 
another  Communist  in  your  own  cell)  even  though  you  may  have 
knowledge  of  his  membership. 

If  1 had  stayed  in  the  Communist  Party  for  another  few  montliS)  I 
think  1 would  bo  able  to  furnish  the  committee  with  firsthand  knowl- 
edge as  to  the  identity  of  these  ministers  in  the  lloston  area. 

1 did  learn  from  my  pro  group  sources  that  there  were  perhaps  7 
to  8 of  these  ministers  in  the  lloaton  area.  There  were  70  to  80  mem- 
bers in  the  pro  group  ns  a whole  In  Boston. 

Now,  I was  also,  however,  told  from  time  to  time  inadvertently 
by  other  comrades  that  certain  people  were  member*  of  the  Com- 
munist Party.  One  of  these  instances  involved  that  of  Hev.  Stephen 
Fritchman  who  hus.  1 believe,  appeared  before  this  committee.  Mar- 
tha Fletcher,  the  chairman  of  our  pro  group  cell,  worked  directly 
for  Stephen  Fritchman,  and  she  left  no  doubt  at  all  in  my  mind 
Hint  Stephen  Fritchman  was  indeed  a member  of  the  Communist 
Party. 

Bev.  Eliot  White,  the  name  of  Kev.  Eliot  White,  I have  already 
given  to  you. 

There  again  I guess  that  is  hearsay  evidence  since  that  knowledge 
I gained  from  reading  the  press,  Communist  press. 

Mr.  Ktmzio.  Any  others? 

Mr.  Piiii.unicK.  Let  me  see.  Off  the  record.  I am  trying  to  re- 
call the  fellow’s  name. 

Mr.  CnARDY.  Off  the  record. 

i Discussion  off  the  record.)' 

(r.  Phimmuck.  Bev.  Anthony  de  Lucca,  d-e  L-u-c-c-a,  formerly  a 
ministor  in  Wakefield,  Mass.,  who,  I was  told  by  members  of  the  party, 
had  been  the  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  cell  in  Wakefield  for 
a time. 

Mr,  Ktmzio.  You  mentioned  6 or  7 that  you  knew  existed  in  the 
Boston  area,  llow  did  you  know  that  there  were  6 or  7 if  you  don’t 
know  their  names? 

Mr.  Phujoiick,  I believe  that  came  up  in  the  course  of  one  of  our 
fund-raising  drives,  and  in  our  cell  meeting  we  were  discussing  the 
sources  of — we  had  to  raise  $3,600  from  our  pro  group  section  of  70 
to  80  people,  which  was  quite  a large  sum  for  that  small  number, 
and  that  posed  the  problem  os  to  just  how  we  were  to  go  about  it,  ana 
it  was  said  at  that  t$me  that  we  can’t  expect  very  much  from  our  7 to 
8 ministers, 

Mr.  Ktmzio.  You  don’t  know  the  names  of  these  7 or  8 ? 

Mr.  Phu, brick.  No:  in  my  own  mind  I am  pretty  certain  I know 
who  they  are,  sir,  but  I have  never  had  any  direct  legal  knowledge  as 
to  their  identity.  The  reason  again  would  be,  as  I explained  before, 
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bectturti  those  people  wore  operating  in  a completely  deeply  undor- 
gNitiHd  way.  They  used  the  utmost  security  efforts  to  prevent,  spe- 
ojUcnlly  to  prevent,  any  Government  agent  or  tiny  counterspy  from 
obtaining  legal  evidence  which  could  bo  at  a later  date  used  against 
them, 

Mr.  Ktmzta.  Are  yon  suggesting  that  you,  yourself,  although  you 
have  no  speollle  legal  evidence  as  to  who  they  uro,  actually  from  your 
own  experience,  have  a pretty  good  idea  who  tho  individuals  arol 
Mr,  Pitit.ntttcK.  Yes,  sir, 

Mr.  Moolokr.  You  mentioned  a while  ago  that  you  were  told  by 
someone  of  the  person  who  was  a minister  and  a member  of  tho  Com- 
munist Party. 

Mr.  Putt, muck.  Yes. 

Mr.  Mouiorr,  As  you  state,  that,  was  purely  hearsay,  but  can  you 
say  who  told  you  that? 

Mr.  pHtt.nutcK,  Martha  Fletcher  told  me  that  Stephen  Fritchman 
was  a member,  and  Elizabeth  Guarnnccia.  G-u-a  r-n-a-c-c-l-a,  told  mo 
that.  <lo  Lucca  was  chairman  of  the  party  in  Wakefield. 

This  was  prior  to  the  time  when  I became  active  in  tho  Wakefield 
coll. 

Mr.  Motit,m?n.  Where  does  she  now  reside  ? 

Mr.  PtttMUUcK.  Now  in  Medford,  Mass.;  she  appeared  recently 
before  tho  Senate  committee,  usod  tho  fifth  amendment  and  has  lost 
her  position  ns  a schoolteacher  in  tho  Somerville  High  School,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr.  Ci.Aimv.  You  know  her  to  be  n Communist? 

Mr.  Pitu.mncK.  Very  well,  sir. 

Mr.  Ktmzio.  Mr.  Philbnck,  seeing  ns  wo  are  bore  in  oxooutivo 
session,  and  this  testimony  being  confidential,  do  you  feel  you  could 
tell  the  committee  the  names  of  theso  ministers  in  tho  Boston  area 
whom  you,  as  you  said,  have  a pretty  good  idea  wore  tho  ones  that 
you  feel  wore  tho  members  of  the  Communist  Party? 

Mr.  Ptm.M0CK.  How  does  the  chairman  feel  about  that? 

Mr.  Ct.AKOY.  1 f you  can  name  them ; yes. 

Mr.  Mouuikr.  On  what  do  you  huso  your  opinion  ? 

Mr.  SciiRitKR.  He  just  told  us  of  his  connection— 

Mr.  Phiijiriok.  1 would  base  my  opinion  upon  such  things  as  this, 
for-examnlo:  I would  meet  with  Elisabeth  Moos}  wo  had  certain 
orders  and  instructions  that  wo  were  to  do  theso  certain  things.  Eliza- 
beth Moos,  I knew,  was  to  contact  thoso  further  individuals  and  told 
to  have  them  do  specific  things.  A week  or  so  later  those  people  would 
have  dono  precisely  what  we  wore  ordered  to  have  told  them  to  do. 

My  only  conclusion  would  lie  that  thoy  were  following  Communist 
Party  orders  and  instructions.  This  happened  with  some  of  these 
individuals  over  the  course  of  a long  period  of  time. 

Mr.  KtJNzto,  Again  and  again  and  again? 

Mr,  Phimuuok.  Through  every  twist  and  turn  of  the  Communist 
Party  line. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  You  would  bo  in  a meeting  or  someone  would  tell  you 
that  specific  instructions  of  a certain  nature  were  to  go  to  these 
particular  ministers,  without  naming  the  ministers? 
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Mr.  Piiu.niitOK.  Tlmt  la  right,  tho  names  would  not  bo  used  for  secu- 
rity rciiHoiiH. 

Mr.  Ktmzta.  Than  you  would  later  see  that  certain  particular 
ministers  whom  you  diu  not  know  to  bo  Communists  in  tho  eon  bo  that 
you  mot  with  them  in  tho  party  did  exactly  tho  things  that  the  in- 
structions contained? 

Mr.  Pmi.niiioK.  Tiuit'is  right,  sir. 

Mr.  MotiMinu,  For  an  example,  what  were  some  of  the  instructions? 
Mr.  Pitii.iutioK.  Ono  of  the  programs  wo  had  was  to  set  up  a Com- 
munist Party  school  in  Boston,  patterned  after  tho  Jefferson  School 
of  Social  Science  in  New  York  City.  This  would  bo  presented  pub- 
licly as  a non-Coniiuunist  school,  and  the  objective  of  tho  party  wan 
to  on  roll  iion-ComiuuniHlB  in  these  Marxist  courses.  Therefore,  again 
it  was  necessary  to  present  this  ns  a legitimate  educational  oiTort.  1 
bollovo  tho  record  will  show  that,  certain  ministers  became  sponsors 
of  tho  Samuel  Adams  School  in  Boston,  and  their  names  appear  on 
the  letterhead  of  this  organization,  which  1 believe  has  been  cited  as 
subversive  by  either  this  committee  or  by  the  Attorney  General. 

Mr.  Mmjmikii.  Yes,  that  is  right. 

Mr.  C1.AIIDY.  i’ou,  of  course,  were  busy  as  an  agent,  of  tho  FBI. 
opening  your  eyes  and  your  ears  to  everything  that,  enmo  along,  and 
is  it.  your  considered  judgment,  based  on  all  oi  that,  that  these  people 
wo  uro  talking  nbout  wore 

Mr.  PnitiiiiitoK.  Yes,  sir.  Tlion  wo  had  many  other  campaigns : Tho 
Joint  Anti-Fascist  Refugee  Committed,  a fund-raising  campaign } tho 
National  Council  of  American-Soviet  Friendship,  headed  nationally 
by  Corliss  Laniont;  AYI);  Youth  for  Victory.  1 could  run  through 
just  project  after  project,  and  I am  sure  that  the  public  record  will 
show  that  certain  members  of  tho  clergy  went  right  down  tho  line,  as 
1 say,  through  ovory  twist  and  turn  of  tho  Communist  Party. 

Mr.  Ci.akdy.  You  think  then  that  in  some  instances  it  is  a little  too 
pnt  to  really  bo  a coincidence? 

Mr.  Pnti.imtoK.  Yes,  sir.  Also  wo  had  tho  uso  of  tho  facilities  of 
some  of  tho  churches  and  their  facilities  for  Communist  Party 
purposes. 

TniB  happened  over  such  a long  period  of  time  that  it  was  simply 
incrodiblo  and  Impossible  tlmt  tho  minister  in  chargo  did  not  know  or 
could  not  havo  known  what  was  going  on. 

Ono  of  tho  most  active  centers  of  Communist  Party  activity  then 
and  now  in  Boston  is  tho  Community  Church  of  Boston.  The  Com- 
munity Church  is  headed  by  Rev.  Donald  Lothrop,  L-o-t-h-r-o-p.  Ho 
is  Pno  of  tho  individuals  who,  I am  suro  in  my  own  mind,  is  operating 
under  Communist  Party  discipline.  I havo  no  doubt  about  it  at  all, 
and  I would  not  make  the  statement  if  I had  tho  faintest  doubt  as  to 
where  that  man’s  loyalty  lies. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Then  could  you  give  us  for  the  record  in  executive 
session  here  this  afternoon  these  names  to  which  you  havo  referred? 

Mr.  Pim.mucK.  Yes,  I could.  Donald  Lothrop  is  one.  The  Rev- 
erend Joseph  Fletcher,  F-l-e*t*c-h-e-r,  of  the  theological  seminary, 
Episcopal  Theological  Seminary  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  is  another.  Joe 
Fletcher  worked  with  us  on  Communist  Party  projects  and  on  enor- 
mous number  of  tasks. 
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Mr.  Clardy.  He  is  still  there? 
Mr.  Philbriok.  He  is.  sir. 


Another  minister— and  I almost  feel  like  saying— quote — “minister” 
in  each  of  these  cases  because  they  are  something  entirely  different 
from  .what  1 comprehend  to  be  a true  minister  of  the  Gospel— 

Mr.  Curdy.  You  would  say  they  were  a disgrace  to  the  ministry! 
Mr.  Philbriok.  I certainly  would,  sir.  JRev.  Kenneth  Derew 
Hughes  of  St  Bartholomew’s  Church  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  is  another 
one  of  those  who  worked  with  the  Communist  Party  over  the  period 
of  years,  and  so  far  as  I know,  is  still  working  with  the  party  today. 

J can’t  recall  the  names  of  the  others  now. 


Mr.  Curdy.  You  can  supply  that  to  us,  if  you  will,  in  the  form  of 
a memorandum. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Do  you  know  Margaret  Gilbert! 

Mr.  Piiudrick.  Yes;  X do,  sir. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  What  were  your  relations,  political  relations,  with 
her! 


Mr.  Philbrick.  Margaret  Gilbert,  who  is  known  to  us  in  our  pro- 
group cell  ns  Comrade  Peg— 

Mr.  Curdy.  Comrade  who? 


Mr.  Philbrick.  Comrade  Peg.  Comrade  Peg  was  a member  of 
our  pro  group  cell  in  Cambridge,  Mass. 

We  held  Communist  Party  meetings  at  her  home. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  You  knew  her,  of  course,  to  be  a member  of  the  Com- 
munist Party? 

Mr.  Philbriok.  Yes,  sir. 

(Representative  Gordon  H.  Scherer  left  the  hearing  room  at  tills 
point.) 

Mr.  Kunzio.  To  the  best  of  your  knowledge,  Mr.  Philbrick,  and 
if  you  could  possibly  search  your  judgment  to  see  if  this  were  pos- 
sible, would  you  have  any  way  of  knowing  whether  Margaret  Gilbert 
would  also  know  the  names  of  these  clergymen  to  which  you  have 
been  referring? 

Mr.  Philbrick.  Well,  let  me  say  first  that  the  Communist  Party 
itself  did  everything  it  could  to  prevent  any  comrades  from  hnving 
any  knowledge  outside  of  their  immediate  circle  of  cell  members. 
Up  until  1948  this  consisted  of  12  to  15  people;  after  1948  the  number 
was  .^educed  to  only  5.  However,  it  is  quite  possible  that  Peg  Gilbert 
could  have  discovered  the  identity  of  some  of  these  people  in  the  same 
way  that  I did  through  some  inadvertent  slip  by  one  or  more  com- 
rades who.  revealed  information  which,  according  to  strict  party  rules, 
they  should  no£  have  revealed.  Peg  Gilbert  was  very  active  in  the 
party  movement.  She  was  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Samuel  Adams 
School  there  in  Boston,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  she  would  have 
knowledge  as  to  those  clergy  who  cooperated  with  that  particular 
Communist  Party  function. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  I wanted  to  ask  you  one  further  question.  You  men- 
tioned a man  connected  with  the  theological  seminary.  Could  you 
give  the  committee  briefly,  if  it  should  be  within  your  knowledge, 
any  information  that  you  have  with  regard  to  the  Communist  Party’s 
attitude  toward  getting  an  inroad  in  divinity  schools  or  theological 
seminaries,  outside  of  the  situation  of  just  handling  individual 
ministers? 
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Mr.  Philbriok.  That  was  most  important,  sir,  and  a prime  objec- 
tive of  the  Communist  Party. 

Mr.  Ktwzia.  For  the  obvious  purpose,  I assume,  of  being  able 
to  train  a largo  and  newer  crop  ? ' 

Mr.  Philbriok.  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Ktmzia.  Of  mildly  liberals,  further  leftists,  and  finally,  per- 
haps, Communists  f 

Mr.  Philbriok.  That  is  true. 

Mr.  KtJNZia.  I have  here  a document  marked  “Philbriok  Exhibit 
No.  2”  for  identification,  which  is  your  pamphlet,  The  Communists 
Are  After  Your  Church,  with  a foreword  bv  Dr.  Daniel  A.  Poling.  I 
should  like,  with  your  permission,  sir,  to  offer  this  in  evidence  as  Phil- 
brick  Exhibit  No.  1. 

Mr.  Clardy.  It  will  be  received. 

(The  pamphlet,  The  Communists  Are  After  Your  Church,  was 
received  in  evidence  as  Philbrick  Exhibit  No.  1.)

THE  COMMUNISTS  ARE  AFTER!  YOUR  CHURCH 

By  Herbert  A.  Philbrick,  author  of  I Led  Three  Live* 

Subversion  In  the  santcuary  Is  no  scare  cry— -IPs  happening.  Ruth- 
less Communists— In  clerical  garb  and  out— are  “using"  unsuspect- 
ing church  members  In  a vicious  nssault  on  democracy  and  religion.

For  9 years  he 
did,  eventually  being  taken  into  the  Inner  circle— the  all-powerful  pro-4  group, 
masters  of  Communist  strategy  for  the  area.  Eventually  the  FBI  had  sufficient 
evidence  to  spring  the  trap  on  the  11  Communist  leaders  who  were  brought  to 
trial  in  New  York,  April  1949.  Until  the  moment  he  appeared  as  a surprise 
witness  against  the  defendants,  Herbert  Philbrick  had  been  a top-drawer  Com- 
munist In  good  standing.  The  story  of  hts  perilous  existence  as  dtizen-Commu- 
nist-counterspy  is  told  in  his  book,  I Led  Three  Lives.  Here  he  tells  a story  never 
before  revealed  of  Communist  infiltration  Into  America's  churches.) 

THE  COMMUNISTS  ABE  APTKB  YOUB  CnUBCH 

Loyal  church  members,  indignant  at  the  announced  intention  of  congressional 
Investigators  to  root  out  subversion  in  the  sanctuary,  had  better  be  looking  to 
their  own  housecleaning.  Here's  the  clear  danger,  and  how  to  see  to  it  that 
you  are  not  duped  or  used  by  Communists. 

Whether  your  church  is  a city  cathedral  or  a village  meetinghouse,  the  Com- 
munists are  out  to  get  it.  Not  that  they  Intend  to  put  your  church  out  of  busi- 
ness—Just  yet.  They  don*t.  Theyjwant  to  use  it  They  want  to  use  you,  a 
good  church  member,  as  they  have  used,  many  others  to  “front"  for  their  own 
objective,  which  is  nothing  less  than  the  ultimate  and  complete  destruction  of 
democracy  and  religious  faith.

And 
through  loyal  Americans  who  occupy  key  positions  within  the  antl-Red  under- 
ground, I know  that  the  Communist  threat  to  your  church  is  greater  now  than 
at  any  time  in  20  years.  I know  how  the  Reds  have  planted  secret  Communists 
in  pulpits,  bow  they  have  Infiltrated  seminaries,  how  they  “use"  good  and  un- 
suspecting Protestants,  Catholics,  and  Jews  they  have  duped. 
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This  to  the  story  of  what  t know— hm  much  of  It  no  may  bo  revealed*  (tiltl  ho 
that  you  will  realise  that  subversion  hi  tho  sanctuary  to  tlio  moot  deadly  amt 
insidious  menace  facing  Amorim  today,  ami  no  that  you  wilt  Ito  not  only  aware 
of  tho  danger  hut  proimred  to  emmternot  It, 

IV)  disabuse  tho  inevitable  charge  of  “lUalbnltlUtt'1  tot  It  ho  Bald  at  tho  outaot 
that  t wart— ami  atilt  am— a liberal,  t bolinvotl  thou  uthl  1 hoilovo  now  that 
tho  social  wrongs  In  tho  world  and  specifically  in  America  ought  to  lm  righted. 
This  la  in  my  Baptist  blood,  t have  a deep  resimet  for  liberals,  being  one  of 
thorn.  And  I believe  It  la  no  uimurmouutahlo  tank  to  sari  out  Inmost  llhorala 
from  dlahonoRt  Oommuntata,  It  ran  ho  douo,  It  ttiunt  ho  done  If  tho  ohurohoa 
are  to  win  their  life  amt  death  struggle  with  Marxism,  itollglnn  is  making  a 
boor  showing  In  that  struggle  na  of  now. 

tt  la  no  accident  that  your  church  la  tho  No.  t target  of  the  Communist  eon- 
spiraoy  In  America  today,  (Mm  itoda  have  hoon  Hushed  from  ttrovloUN  cover, 
For  oho  thing,  atnce  the  war  the  Communists  have  suffered  severe  setbacks  In 
the  field  of  labor,  they  have  loat  control  or  many  unloua  which  limy  once 
dominated.  Having  lord  bower  (here,  they  have  Bought  to  gain  power  III  nnollmr 
area— ami  the  churehe*  weit)  selected  aa  the  target, 

As  ah  examine  of  the  ahtft  from  inlaw  to  the  cliurdi,  ooualder  one  of  the  Must 
notorious  and  flagrant  Oommunlat  fronts,  the  American  Committee  for  Protection 
of  hVrelgn  Horn*  cited  aa  auhveralve  by  the  Attorney  (tenoral  of  the  United 
Htntes  aa  far  hack  aa  June  1, 1048.  Vet  tne  November  24, 1052,  laauo  of  the  Dally 
Worker  carried  the  namea  of  "20  notahiea"  cooperating  and  working  with  tho 
Hed  organisation— and  at  leant  0 of  the  20  are  clergymen,  Tim  success  which 
Communists  have  had  In  following  party  orders  to  mill! rate  ami  mm  church 
leaders  is  Indicated  by  the  fact  that  there  wore  more  prenchcra  on  the  Hat  of 
namea  than  representatives  of  any  other  profession;  and  there  waa  not  a alnglo 
name  of  a bcsnomdhle  labor  leader  in  the  group. 

Secondly,  Government  prosecution  ami  congressional  Investigations  bnvo  sent 
thousands  of  comrades  scurrying  fur  resiHHdahlo  disguises,  As  n disguise,  the 
chmvh  offers  Communists  decided  advantages.  It  1s  the  stronghold  of  Idealism. 
It  Is  the  place  where  one  expects  to  find  a social  conscience,  it  Is  above  re* 
preach— the  |>erfeet  cover  for  Communist  agents,  the  perfect  place  for  the  re* 
cmltlng  of  unsuspecting  puppets.  Never  is  an  angel  of  darkness  more  secure 
than  when  he  iwses  ns  an  angel  of  light. 

Obvious  evidence  that  the  angels  of  darkness  are  deceiving  tho  very  elect  Is 
the  Increasing  number  of  Communist-sponsored  petitions  going  out  over  tho  Im- 
primatur of  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  ami  the  outslse  humour  of  clergy  who  are 
signatories.  It's  no  happenstance,  hut  the  result  of  a desiierate,  carefully 
planned  Communist  strategy.  The  Beds  didn’t  need  the  churches  In  past  years ; 
they  had  ample  other  channels  of  subversion.  They  do  need  tho  churches  now. 
The  will  flaht  savagely  for  your  church, 

And  they  will  fight  no  holds  barred.  For  (1)  no  matter  how  well  camouflaged 
tt  may  he,  the  ultimate  Soviet  goal  Is  tho  absolute,  complete  destruction  of  not 
only  religious  organisations  hut  the  whole  moral  structure  of  tho  Hebrew  ami 
Christian  religions— and,  remember  this  always,  the  unchanging  Communist 
tactic  ts  to  destroy  from  within*  hardly  ovor  by  frontal  assault  from  the  out- 
side ; (2)  the  Soviet  pattern  of  aggression  Is  always  copied  by  nil  Communist 
parties  of  the  world,  with  adaptations  to  lit  the  existing  conditions  In  any  par- 
ticular country;  and  (8)  the  Communist  rUlo  of  aggression  Is  based  squarely  on 
the  ruthless  conviction  that  the  ends  Justify  the  means. 

Even  though  happenings  In  Euro|>e  and  Asia  In  fact  foretell  what  Is  In  storo 
for  America,  how  far  has  communism  actually  gone  in  penetrating  religious  or- 
ganisations beret 

Communism  in  American  churches  has  gone  shockingly  far.  I was  a part  of  tho 
plot.  As  far  as  the  comrades  knew,  I was  a fellow  plotter.  And  nowhere  have 
I seen  such  cynical  glee  as  I saw  again  and  again  on  the  faces  of  the  comrades 
when  some  well-meaning  but  woefully  misguided  church  lender  was  hooked  on  the 
Communist  line. 

Hi?  Communists  have  gone  far  In  their  seduction  of  church  young  people.  Of 
all  Christians,  youth  are  the  crusaders,  quick  to  challenge  the  established  order, 
<jnlck  to  mount  any  bandwagon  that  seems  headed  toward  a brighter  tomorrow. 

I was  25  that  spring  of  1040  when  l walked  into  the  office  of  the  Massachusetts 
Youth  Council  of  Boston,  I was  a youthful  salesman  confident  of  my  ability  to 
make  a living*  a youthful  Christian  bent  on  making  the  world  snfe  for  peace  and 
brotherhood.  When  I walked  out  of  that  office,  I had  been  won  over.  I Was 
given  the  flattering  assignment  of  organizing  the  Cambridge  Youth  Council. 
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Ily  l)it»  mid  of  December,  f know  Hint  I Imd  been  "taken."  That  was  when  i 
wont  to  tlio  Fill  ond  they  suggested  f fmi  I tnlKlit  stay  wliofo  f won  to  discover  the 
(Joimimolsts*  Intentions,  The  0-ye/ir  ex|»orlenoe  tod  mo  as  nonr  to  ttio  top  of  the 
Communist  organisation  no  H Is  possible  to  go,  nod  culminated  In  my  Mug  a 
witness  in  Now  York  In  tho  Government's  case  against  tl  Communist  loaders. 

Ill  1IH2  I woo  ordered  by  ttio  parly  to  maintain  strong  ties  with  tlio  Hapflst 
Church,  tho  dononilnotton  with  which  f Imd  boon  affiliated  since  early  youth,  1 
did  tills.  Joining  tbo  First  Hnpflst  Church  of  WakotJold,  Miihs.,  becoming  n mern- 
bor  of  (no  administration  eommltfe,  olmlrmnn  of  tbo  publlc-reiatlon*  oommllfoo, 
Ntmdoy  school  teacher,  mid  bond  of  tbo  young  mtirrlod  couples'  (dub.  None  of  tho 
ehtiridi  members  Imd  nny  knowledge  of  my  nfflltntloti  with  tbo  Communist  Forty, 
Tbo  party  bosses  instructed  nm  to  carry  out  Communist  projects  In  tbo  cfiurch, 
1 "neglected"  to  do  no,  using  no  my  excuse  tbo  pressure  of  olbor  party  response 
blllttos,  A gonulno  Communist  In  my  position  could  boro  wrearked  havoc  on 
religion. 

Tbo  Communists  hnvo  nmdo  advances  not  only  to  thtdr  capture  of  youth,  but 
In  tliolr  uso  of  clergymen,  (’lever  Indeed  are  the  appeal*  made  for  ministerial 
miniHUd  on  limminltartnn  ground*,  resulting  In  the  support  the  party  wants,  Tbo 
publicly  nvnllnldo  record  of  support  elicited  by  tbo  comrades  among  church 
lenders  Is  appalling,  Virtually  no  Communist  or  Communist-front  activity  takes 
plnee  today  wlttmut  ministerial  mid  church  support,  sponsorship,  or  participa- 
tion. 

Nnmctlmcs  this  shows  tip  In  church  llternture,  The  Communist  Forty  leans 
benvlly  upon  publicly  printed  mid  dlstrilmted  magazine*,  papers,  and  bonks 
which  do  not  bear  Communist  Forty  Identltlcntion  us  sueb.  Cut  one  can  spot  tbo 
Coumuiidst  Influence  by  the  terminology  often  used— the  wotting  at  capitalism, 
the  labeling  of  the  (tutted  Htntes  ns  "ImjieHnllsI,"  tbo  sneering  directed  at  tbo 
profit  motive.  America  is  not  wholly  perfect,  Hut  neither  Is  It  wholly  lm- 
perfect*  ns  tho  Communists  would  have  you  bellevo. 

Most  of  the  |n»rson*  Involved  ~ In  the  pulpit,  In  publishing,  In  the  training  of 
ministers  - hove  been  doped.  It  Is  not  so  dltltcult  to  believe  that  good  men  can 
be  hoodwinked.  Hut  It  will  como  as  a Jolt  to  many  Christians  to  discover  that 
some  members  of  ttio  clergy  aro  not  dupes  but  hardened  Communists  who  are 
completely  loyal  to  Husain, 

When  In  tbo  full  of  1U47  I was  ordered  by  tho  party  to  cut  off  all  previous 
Communist  Forty  associations,  to  destroy  my  Communist  Farty  membership 
card  and  never  to  carry  one  ncaln,  to  go  “underground"  ami  to  Join  that  top- 
level  section  of  tbo  party  Identified  as  the  "pro-grotip,"  I was  shocked  to  discover 
In  tho  pro-group  (variously  known  ns  pro-4,  pro-0  and  other  c/sled  designations) 
certain  lending  eltlsscns  of  the  New  England  Htntes  whom  I bad  known  publicly, 
outside  of  the  Communist  Farty,  without  any  prior  knowledge  that  they  were 
members  of  the  Communist  Farty  Itself.  Among  them  were  doctors,  lawyers, 
teachers,  professors,  businessmen,  authors,  publishers,  Oovernment  workers. 
And  tlioro  they  were,  well  trained,  highly  educated,  enjoying  the  confidence  and 
frust  of  large  numbers  of  people  about  them— the  most  deeply  underground 
wet  Ion  of  the  Communist  Farty  In  this  Nation.  I discovered  that  in  Heston 
the  party  had  70  to  80  pro-group  members. 

Hut,  to  me,  the  most  shocking  fact  was  that  there  was  also  a special  sub- 
versive! cell  of  hardened,  disciplined,  trained  agents  of  Btnlln,  men  who  were 
ministers  of  the  Gospel. 

Members  of  major  denominations,  they  were  assigned  countless  special  tasks 
for  tho  Communist  conspiracy,  Among  the  tasks  were  these : Helping  to  spread 
Hovlet-lnsplred  dissension  and  confusion;  subtly  Injecting  distrust  in  our  Gov- 
ernment, our  lenders,  and  our  way  of  life;  spreading  distrust  am)  hatred  of 
"capitalists,"  businessmen, employers,  company  heads,  stockowners;  popularising 
n sly  contempt  for  the  police,  tho  courts,  tho  FBI.  and  other  Government  law- 
enforcement  agencies;  attacking  all  antl-Communlst  individuals,  laws,  measures 
and  Investigative  groups;  defending  Communist  Farty  meml>er»  and  fellow 
travelers;  lending  their  weight  to  the  indoctrinating  of  youth  in  seminaries; 
participating  In  Soviet  espionage  and  transmitting  Intelligence  Information  for 
the  Soviet  Government;  providing  stature  and  Integrity  to  Communists  and 
pro-CommunIsts  by  church  sponsorship;  and,  by  clever  and  subtle  operation, 
victimising  many  hundreds  of  non-Comiminlst  ministers  and  laymen  Into  seem- 
ing support  of  the  Soviet  dictatorship  and  enmity  against  their  own  United 
States  Government 

I mu  not  guessing  about  this.  I saw  those  ministers  in  action— ruthless  Com- 
munlst  leaders,  prostituting  the  Christian  ministry  to  the  evil  ends  of  atheism 
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Hint  oppression,  They  know  oaaotly  what  (liny  worn  doing,  Tlioy  worn  clergy- 
men hocauao  It  riiIIihI  Iholr  purpose  iiimI  Unit  of  Ihulr  superiors  to  Iih  clergymen. 
. 1 remember  llm  octillion  In  IIMff  wlum  urgent  litstruollmis  worn  Hunt  to  mo 
from  CoutuiunlNt  Party  hembiimrlors  to  linmoitlutoly  oontiiot  loiunbeih  Moon, 
former  muthuMn-law  of  thw  now  ooovlolml  perjurer,  Wllllnm  Remington,  «h» 
Hint  I,  both  trusted  members  of  Him  UoiiiiiiiiiiinI  Party  umloruioumT,  worn  lo 
work  on  n apodal  project,  Th*  Job  won  to  organise  u eullaula  woluoino  for 
tho  dean  of  (Jiiulorlmry,  tli«  Right  Rovormul  Hewlett  <1011111011.  AIno  iiisigneri 
to  tho  project  who  tho  lloajoii  will  of  ministers,  wliomi  loyally  to  (ho  Hovlot  Union 
who  inniiiMNlloniHl  by  Uio  omnmiutldt  Party  lenders. 

Whim  tho  iImhii  flimlly  nrrlvoit  In  lloMtoiit  I iviin  "privileged"  |0  Hiuot  him 
under  special  olrcumstnueea— In  11  eloaeil,  secret  iiioiiHnti  of  highly  iilnumt  com- 
rade* under  conditions  Hint  ooulit  luoun  only  ono  thing  1 Hint  llowloit  Johnson, 
wuh  himself  not  only  n aeerel,  trusted  mouihor  of  tho  ContmimlHl  Iniorimtlminl, 
but  h person  of  oxtromo  Imitortnnco  Hint  vnlno  to  (ho  Hovlot  I'onniilrnoy, 
t rawemher  another  Incident  wlnm  t not  lu  n uro-groiro  mooting  In  tho  (Irovo 
Hiroel  Mtmrluiwiit  of  Mra,  llnrohl  A.  Iflotohor,  Jr.,  or  Mnrthn  Fiddler,  hn  who 
whh  known  to  htnttlroilN  of  lloNton  young  people  for  hor  youth  work  In  tho 
UnllHrlnn  Church.  It  wna  my  Job  that  ovonlug  lo  load  Him  dlamiNNlon  on  th« 
uao  of  civil  ttlaubodleueo  hm  h Ooniiniuil*l  woh|hoi  i Miirtlui—  li'iiMtoil  yoiilh  lomlor 
of  nor  itoiioniliiHtlon— broko  In  i "Tho  tlmo  Ima  oomo  wlnm  wo  muat  bo  roiillatlc. 
Wo  Omumoiilsla  moat  bo  vlnlhint  to  auptiort  IncldontH  of  civil  dlHoboillonco 
whorovor  wo  ttnd  thoni,  and  to  lulthilo  thoni  where  necessary." 

Ho  much  for  tho  out-and-out  Oouinmiilat  who  known  exactly  what  bo  la  doing 
Hiul  why.  Whnt  of  tho  good  person  who  la  eagerly  trying  to  improve  noolnl  nail 
economic  conditional  llow  la  ho  uaoitT 
Consider  tho  public  reception  for  tho  donn  of  Canterbury,  There  worn  many 
noii-Comiuunlrta  present  for  tho  "wolcomo"— all  of  thoni  duped  by  iwraoua  they 
trnateil.  Tho  iinmoa  of  clergymen  on  tho  lultlal  nnuouucomont  gave  an  aura 
of  Chrlallan  reapootahlllty  to  tho  occasion,  nud  unsuspecting  folka  wont  along. 
Wlty  should  anyone  dlatruat  a minister!  Thin  wna  inilhtnkablo-to  onylexly 
but  a Comuiiinlat,  who  uaoa  any  mennn  to  accomplish  hla  emta. 

My  own  church  membership  helped  to  oatnbllah  my  Mll-Imporliint  "cover"  ao 
that  I could  ho  utted  aafoly  by  tho  roirty  lu  other  projects.  Thua<  when  American 
Youth  for  Democracy  waa  formed,  Comrade  Plillbrtck,  tho  MnamichUNolta  Htnto 
treasurer,  waa  bllleil  aa  a "Uaptlst  youth  leader,"  Tho  annm  waa  trim  with  tho 
Cambridge  Committee  Air  Mount  Opportunities,  Youth  for  Victory,  and  Inmimor- 
able  other  Communist  fronts. 

Minister*,  too,  were  uaud  to  allay  any  possible  aiiaplulon  by  tbo  public  of 
subversive  activity.  In  the  Masaachuaetta  AYD  not  only  waa  a "Uaptlst  youth 
leader" — myeelf— tho  troaauror,  but  the  Hat  of  adult  apommra  Included  tho 
names  of  threo  ministers  on  tho  letterhead ; Itov.  Stephen  II.  Frltchmnn,  Itev. 
Kenneth  DeP.  Uughea,  and  Itev.  F.  Taylor  Well.  Many  hundreds  of  docent, 
honest,  thoroughly  loyal  youths  wero  tricked  Into  joining  AYD,  a aubvoralvo 
organisation  if  there  ever  waa  one,  bccauao  they  rondo  tho  mlstnko  of  placing 
their  trust  In  certain  Individuals  with  the  title  of  "Rev." 

A glance  at  tho  Dally  Worker,  Hundny  Worker,  Dally  People's  World,  and 
other  Communist  documents  ta  enlightening.

Mr,  Eliot  White  complete  with  clerical  collar  appears  in  the  ad  | 

— « triumphant  editorial  crowing  about  Communist  success  In  exploiting  tho 
Rosenberg  case.  Rrags  the  Worker,  "Conservative  men,  Catholic  priests 
• • ♦ Protestant  ministers  • * ♦ have  spoken  out  for  clemency." 

The  Communist  propaganda  campaign  surrounding  Uio  Rosenborg  caso  was 
undoubtedly  the  greatest  single  effort  of  its  kind  since  tho  "release  Marl  Browder" 
drive.  The  direction  of  the  Rosenberg  campaign  caine  from  tho  Committee  to 
Secure  Justice  in  the  Rosenberg  Case,  at  1000  Avenue  of  the  Americas,  New  York 
18,  N.  T.  On  the  list  of  "sponsors”  of  the  organisation  appear  the  names  of  two 
ministers  and  a rabbi.  News  releases  on  the  committee's  letterheads  have  been 
mailed  over  the  name  of  a Methodist  minister.  Church  folks  who  hold  no  brief 
for  communism,  but  who  are  understandably  and  rightfully  committed  to  the 
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!irm*oi»tM  of  lirotlifirlifiorl  nnd  social  rtoeoncy,  m*  Urn  iisiuon  of  elorgyrnon  on  potl- 
iloiiM  or  IflitaidinndN  mill  tiro  dlioiriiHNf.

Contained  among  Hm  usual  {platitudes  nnd  hlghsowidlng 
tiohlo  (diroNON  won  HiIn  gout;  "increasing  multitudes  of  people— Including  non- 
Communists  mid  ontl-Ooumiiirilsts— consider  Hint  Hm  continued  Imprisonment 
of  those  political  dlHNoiitorN  monriN  that  Hm  Uovormnent  of  Hm  United  Htate* 
fooro  tlm  American  people,  and  In  no  longor  Ntrong  enough  to  tolerate  fandom 
at  NjMKtt'h  amt  political  association.”  Tho  propaganda  Him  Hint  Hm  United  Brute* 
In  it  "police  state.”  weak  and  shuky,  living  In  tear  of  you  and  mo,  tho  Arrmrlaw 
ltooplo,  la  unadulterated  mnl  typically  hraftm  umterlol  Ntralght  from  Moscow 
ilNolf. 

Yot,  who  signed  HiIn  itotlilofi?  Two  hnndrod  and  olghty  "prominent”  Amor* 
IcatiM—and  uioro  Hum  25  poruont  of  thorn  tnlnlNterN  of  tho  gospel, 

I took  tho  trouble  to  telephone  nodio  of  Hiono  people,  a tew  of  whom  I knew 
to  ho  non-OommunlNt.  They  worn  vngno  In  tlmlr  recollections.  Whon  I road 
tho  statement  tlmy  had  nllogodly  "signed,”  thoy  wore  horrlfled. 

How  did  Intolllgont  church  loador*  fall  Into  ouch  a trap?  In  my  die  of  material 
obtained  from  Informant*  clone  to  tho  comrades#  1 had  a copy  of  the  original 
letter  which  had  gone  out  to  therm  280  persons,  Their  memory  wa*  vague  be- 
catino  Hm  "apixml”  had  been  mailed  to  them  Auguet  11,  1052  (more  than  4 
pionth*  prior  to  lin  appearance  In  the  Communtat  prea*). 

And  tho  peraorm  who  hod  fallen  Into  tho  Cornmnnlat  trap  then  eald  to  me: 
“1  remember  now— but  the  letter  to  me  came  from  a mlnluter— and  no  of  conrae 
I did  not  auppoao  for  a moment  * • #.M 

It  1*  also  evident  that  most  of  them  did  not  read  the  One  print  on  the  attached 
statement;  nor  did  they  sign  the  statement  Itself,  hat  merely  a return  post  card 
preaddressed  to  a post-office  bog  in  Philadelphia.  The  victim*  were  also  not 
aware  that  the  "minister,”  although  ordained  some  year*  ago,  ha*  no  charcfa, 
parish,  or  standing  in  the  Philadelphia  area  from  which  be  operate*,  or  that 
he  has  been  flagrantly  associated  with  a number  of  pro-Communlst  movement*. 

“Mass  meetings”  oro  always  important  to  Communist  Party  agitators,  and  the 
use  of  religious  lenders  here  Is  very  helpful  to  the  fteds.  A Sunday,  January 
16, 1058,  meeting  held  in  New  York  City  Is  typical  of  hundred*  of  similar  one* 
conducted  every  month  across  the  country.  A group  calling  Itself  the  National 
Committee  To  Defend  Negro  Leadership  presented  citation*  to  f*Negro  men  and 
women  who  have  fought  for  democracy  and  peace”— noble  objective*  In  any- 
body1*  book.  Just  in  case  the  high  purpose  should  fail  to  entice  prospective 
victims,  a galaxy  of  star*  In  clerical  garb  were  prominently  displayed.  A 
minister  delivered  the  invocation  and  was  chairman  of  the  citation  committee. 
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All  tills,  however,  wag  only  “cover”  for  the  principle  objective  of  the  meeting: 
to  build  and  promote  the  prestige  and  standing  of  top  Communist  Party  bosses* 
The  chief  address  was  delivered  by  an  editor  of  the  official  Communist  Patty 
publication,  Masses  and  Mainstream.  Paul  Robeson  also  spoke,  and  was  given 
a citation : poems  by  Langston  Hughes  were  read.  One  citation  was  presented 
In  absentia,  to  Henry  Winston,  who  was  convicted  in  the  first  trial  of  Communist 
Party  “politburo”  members,  but  who  fled  after  sentencing  and  Is  now  a fugitive 
from  justice.  Apparently  the  clergymen  saw  nothing  odd  in  sharing  honors  with 
a convicted  criminal  at  targe.  The  mass  meeting  is  always  good  as  a publicity 
buildup— and  may  snare  you  if  you  are  not  alert. 

How  can  you  guard  against  being  “used”  by  forces  diametrically  opposed  to 
what  your  church  stands  for? 

First— and  most  Important— don’t  go  mistrusting  every  minister,  rabbi,  and 
priest  in.  the  land.  The  vast  majority  of  clergymen  are,  of  course,  completely 
loyal  to  both  God  and  country.  So,  don't  go  looking  for  Communists  under  every 
pulpit 

And  we  must  not  mistake  religious  individualism  for  indications  of  subversive 
activity.  The  traditional  spirit  of  religious  freedom  so  precious  in  America  is  of 
greater  value  and  importance  than  ever  before  in  the  face  of  the  rigid,  totalita- 
Han  Soviet  dictatorship.  The  tradition  of  dissent  must  always  be  strong,  par- 
ticularly among  Protestant  churches  called  into  existence  by  their  fearless  pro- 
testations. The  freedoms  we  enjoy  today— what  are  they  but  the  fruits  of  our 
lively  and  liberal  Protestant  heritage?  The  fearless  championing  of  such  free- 
doms most  not  be  abandoned. 

Admittedly  the  task  of  the  Christian  Is  difficult.  He  has  a two-way  fight  on 
bis  hands:  He  must  fight  against  reaction,  and  he  must  fight  against  being 
duped  by  Communist  groups  which  are  not  liberal  but  the  greatest  and  most 
vicious  forces  of  reaction  in  the  world.  In  view  of  what  people  know  now  of 
antigod  communism,  it  would  seem  to  be  incredible  that  anyone  can  be  seduced 
into  its  ranks.  The  greatest  Communist  deceit  of  ail  is  that  it  makes  good  folks 
forget  its  barbarism  by  talking  of  its  high  objectives. 

Religiously  motivated  social  improvements  in  our  great  land  must  never  be 
quenched.  The  long  fights  for  social  justice,  racial  tolerance  and  understanding, 
political  and  community  corruption— all  these  and  a thousand  others  we  Protes- 
tants have  waged  must  never  slacken.  But  let's  be  sure  whose  leaders  we're 
following  and  whose  armor  we're  wearing.  The  New  Testament  writer  John 
put  it,  "Beloved,  believe  not  every  spirit,  but  try  the  spirits  whether  they  are  of 
God  ? because  many  false  prophets  are  gone  out  into  the  world.” 

How  are  you,  sincere  in  your  faith,  zealous  in  your  Americanism,  liberal  in 
the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  to  “try  the  spirits.”  Preeminently,  know  what  you 
believe  about  God  and  about  your  country.  And  know  what  the  Communists 
believe  and  advocate.  Write  for  and  examine  the f reports  of  the  Senate  and 
House  investigations  of  Communist  activity  in  the  United  Nations,  education,  the 
Soviet  “peace”  campaign  against  America,  and  ethers.  Read  qualified  writers 
on  the  subject  of  Communism.  There  are  more  than  800  available  books  oh  the 
subject,  many  of  themiat  your  local  library. 

.A'tipoff  to  watch  for  is  the  gigantic  switch  of  policy-^for  Germany  when  the 
Hltler-Stalln  pact  was  signed,  against  Germany  when  Hitler  marched  into 
Russia;  sudden  shifts  resulting  from  Russia's  new  campaign  of  terror  against 
the  Jews.  The  true  liberal  doesn't- easily  change  his  mind.  He  doesn’t  blow  hot 
one  day  and  cold  the  next  He’s  for  his  convictions,  come  what  may.  But  the 
dishonest  “liberal,”  the  Communist  or  would-be  Communist,  changes  his  dance 
to  fit  the  tune  piped  by  the  Kremlin. 

Don't  be  eager  to  sign  the  readymade  and  prepared  petition  or  statement  of 
any  kind,  no  matter  how  desirable  its  goal  may  seem  to  be.  If  you  wish  to 
participate  in  a matter  of  national  issue,  it  is  far  better  to  make  your  own  state- 
ment,^ your  own  tvords,  and  that  you  say  what  you  think*  rather  than  what  a 
secret  Communist  wants  you  to  think. 

Don't  participate,  without  careful  prior  investigation,  in  “mass  action”  that 
merely  looks  good  because  it  parrots  some  of  your  favorite  idealistic  phrases. 
Don't  sign  a petition  simply  because  the  name  of  a prominent  preacher  already 
ippears  on  the  list  Insist  upon  knowing  the  origin.  1 

Don't  open  your  church  doors  willy-nilly  to  every  civic  or  “social  betterment” 
group  that  comes  along ; first  check  and  doublecheck  their  authenticity,  The 
Communist,  frdm  long  earperiefice,  has  found  d church  to  be  an  ideal  meeting 
place;  He;  gets  a bigger  audience,  a respectable  platform,  and  the  cost  is  little 
and  often  nothing,  > > ^ v ' 
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Never  forget  that  a Communist  is  a Communist  every  day  all  day,  in  every- 
thing he  does.  However  evil  and  sinister  his  methods,  the  Communist  has 
outthought,  outraaneuvered,  and  surpassed  in  dedication  those  of  us  who  call 
ourselves  by  the  name  of  Christ. 

If  we  Christians  cannot  in  this  hour  match  and  more  than  match  the  dedica* 
tlon  of  the  Communists,  then  wo  will  lose  the  fight— and  we  will  deserve  to  lose. 

But  we  will  not  lose— because  we  dare  not.

Why  the  Phildriok  Artious?

Why  our  article  in  this  Issue,  ‘‘The  Communists  Are  After  Your  Church’*  by 
Herbert  Philbrick? 

The  answer  to  that  question  Is  another  question,  the  question  of  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  Christian  liberals  and  evangelical  scholars  in  America,  Dr. 
Herbert  Gezork,  president  of  Andover-Newton  Theological  Seminary.  Dr.  Gezork 
was  1 of  280  signers  of  the  petition  to  grant  amnesty  to  the  11  Communist  leaders 
who  wero  convicted  in  Judge  Harold  Medina’s  court.  The  petition  was  pre- 
sented to  him  months  before  It  was  released.  Twenty-five  percent  of  the  two 
hundred  eighty  were  clergymen— overwhelmingly  Protestant  clergymen.  But 
when  President  Gezork  saw  the  petition  as  finally  presented  to  President  Truman 
and  released  to  the  public,  and  read  the  signatures  attached,  he  sent  the  following 
telegram  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  also  to  Bev.  Kenneth  B.  Forbes 
in  Philadelphia,  who  had  written  him  the  original  form  letter : 

"Please  strike  my  name  from  the  petition  for  amnesty  to  convicted  Communist 
leaders,  as  I gave  my  signature  unaware  of  the  implications  of  the  petition.  I 
have  consistently  opposed  Communist  views  and  do  not  wish  to  be  associated  In 
any  with  this  petition,** 

It  is  timely  to  note  that  Dr.  Gezork  served  three  times  since  World  War  II  on 
Government  missions  to  Germany.  Both  of  his  parents  and  several  other  rela- 
tives perished  under  the  Communists  of  Eastern  Germany.  * 

This  is  Dr.  Gezork’s  question,  written  to  me  in  a personal  letter:  "Is  there 
something  that  could  be  done  to  inform  ministers  and  others  as  to  what  really  is 
at  stake  or  who  actually  Is  behind  the  scenes  when  these  petitions  are  presented 
to  us  * ♦ The  Philbrick  article  is  Christian  Herald’s  first  answer  to  that 
question. 

The  forum  of  the  Emergency  Civil  Liberties  Committee  was  held  in  New  York 
City  on  January  80  and  31.  One  of  the  forum  sessions  was  accorded  the  hospi- 
tality 6f  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  But  on  January  10  the  morning  news- 
papers carried  the  story  of  the  withdrawal  of  these  three  men,  formerly  named 
as  "sponsors  and  participants’* : Rev.  Dr.  George  R.  Buttrick,  senior  minister  of 
the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Churcb,  New  York  City,  and  a former  presi*" 
dent  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America;  Dr,  Paul  Tillich, 
professor  of  philosophical  theology  at  Union  Theological  Seminary;  and  Dr. 
Hadley  Cantrll,  professor  of  psychology  of  Princeton  University.  Dr.  Tillich,  in 
a letter  to  Dr.  Paul  Lehmann,  professor  of  applied  Christianity  at  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  and  chairman  of  the  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  emphasized 
the  fact  that  he  had  accepted  sponsorship  of  the  forum  only  on  the  strength  of 
Dr.  Lehmann’s  name  and  that  of  other  sponsors,  among  them  Dr.  Buttrick.  Dr. 
Buttrick  declined  to  comment  on  his  withdrawal— his  withdrawal  spoke  for 
Itself,  Certainly  many  men  who  have  remained  on  these  and  other  "committees" 
are  loyal  Americans,  too,  but  they  will  do  well  to  reexamine  their  position  even 
as  these  four  have  done.  President  John  A.  Mackay  of  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary,  who  published  his  support  of  American  recognition  of  Bed  China  and 
the  admission  of  Peiping  to  the  united  Nations,  who  reaffirmed  that  support  and 
has  never  withdrawn  It,  remained  on  this  committee.  I do  not  question  his  pur* 
pose  to  be  a loyal  citizen  of  this  country.  But  liberals  do  not  easily  withdraw. 
However,  the  Courage  to  withdraw  may  be  of  higher  degree  than  the  stnbborness 
to  remain.

Mr,  Pit imuiiok.  Well,  I will  agree  that  thia  i» probably  tlm  toughest

Mr.  Cl, Aitov,  Yea;  in  tliut  caao  there  w«»  an  irnmenoe  propaganda 
machine  dedicated  to  tlm  deatruction  of  tlm  committee  that  waa  deck- 
ing to  oxpoao  it. 

Mr.  Piui.enioK.  That  ia  true. 

Mr.  Cl, aiuit.  I think  you  muat  recognize  the  fact  that  there  are 
literally  thouHands  of  good  people,  probably  millions^  spread  about  the 
country  who  instinctively  react  against  any  suggestion  that  any  min- 
ister of  the  Gospel  is  either  a Communist  or  a Communist  dupe,  and 
1 nm  gravely  concerned  lent  the  committee  be  accused  of  doing  some- 
thing that  it  lias  no  intention  of  doing;  that  is,  of  trying  to  do  some- 
thing to  religion  or  to  the  churches,  and  I certainly  speak  as  one  who 
would  like  au  the  help  you  can  give  us  in  telling  us  how  to  tackle  that 
problem. 

Mr.  PmuuuoK.  Well,  my  own  opinion  would  be  that  it  would  have 
to  be  tackled  pretty  much  the  same  way  the  Senate  committee  tackled 
the  IPR,  ana  that  was  to  build  such  a massive  and  such  a complete 
volume  of  factual  material  and  records  that  in  the  end  it  was  impos- 
sible to  refute. 

Mr.  Clakdy.  I think  you  are  right  We  can  agree,  can’t  we,  on  one 
point,  and  that  is  that  the  church  as  such  is  not  at  all  Communist  in  any 
sense  of  the  word  f 
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Mr.  Piulbriok,  That  is  certainly  so,  sir. 

Mr.  CiiARDY.  And  that  there  is  therefore  no  real  danger  from  out- 
right Communists  that  can  bo  identified  as  such.  The  danger  is  that 
good  poople  will  be  misled  and  deluded  into  helping  the  Communists 
nchiovo  their  ends}  is  that  wlmt  you  are  trying  to  say? 

Mr.  Philiihiok.  Tlmt  is  right,  sir.  You  see.  everything  the  Com- 
munist Party  does  is  directed  toward  damaging  the  United  States 
Government,  damaging  our  way  of  life  and  strengthening  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Mr.  KtTNsro.  That  you  know  from  your  own  personal  knowledge? 
Mr.  Pmijuncx,  Yes,  sir.  A Communist  Party  member  iiimsolf,  of 
course,  will  do  everything  in  that  direction.  Now,  as  ninny  moro 
people  ns  ho  can  possibly  convince  to  participate  in  a part  of  tlmt  pro- 
gram is  an  aid  to  the  Soviet  conspiracy. 

Now,  he  may  approach  n minister  or  a church  individual,  and  tlmt 
church  individual  may  be  asked  to  contribute  just  one  one-hundredth 
of  tiio  program,  but  if  tho  Communist  Party  gets  100  people  to  con- 
tribute cuclt  of  them  one  one-hundredth,  lie  Tins  them  contributing 
100  percent,  and  that  is  tho  way  in  which  tho  party  thinks  in  its  plan- 
ning townrd  achieving  tho  objectives. 

Mr.  Olardy.  Any  moro  questions? 

Mr.  Ktwzio.  I have  no  more,  sir. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Do  you  have  any  questions,  Mr.  Scherer  ? 

Mr.  Soiierer.  No. 

Mr.  Clardy.  How  about  you  gentlemen  ? 

Mr.  Walter.  Do  you  think  tlmt  tho  Communist  Party  should  be 
outlawed? 

Mr.  Piiilbriok.  I am  beginning  to  come  to  that  conclusion.  I think 
when  I appeared  boforo  tho  committee  2 years  ngo  I still  felt  then  that 
it  would  serve  no  real  purpose  because— 

Mr.  Walter.  That  was  tho  substunco  of  your  testimony  then. 

Mr.  Piiilbriok.  Because  they  would  go  underground.  Today  they 
are  underground,  so  that  argument  doesn’t  hold  any  more.  It  might 
clarify  things  a bit. 

I do  know  that  so  far  as  tho  Communist  Party  is  concerned,  they  arc 
prepared  for  it,  and  the  minute  that  tho  Communist  Party  is  outlawed, 
they  will  abolish  the  Communist  Party  and  will  form  a new  organi- 
zation. 

Mr.  Walter.  Well,  but  we  don’t  have  to  outlaw  it  by  name.  It  is 
entirely  possible  to  draft  language  that  would  outlaw  that  type  of 
organization. 

Mr.  Piiilbriok.  Yes.  Well,  it  is  simply  that  I know  from  sitting 
in  at  many  of  these  meetings  of  the  comrades  themselves,  they  are 
ready  immediately  to  take  action  to  prevent  any  undue  disturbance 
to  the  party  organization. 

Whether  that  can  be  solved  legally  or  not,  I don’t  know. 

I do  know  that  the  party  has  legal  experts,  members  of  the  National 
Lawyers’  Guild,  to  advise  them  continuously  on  how  to  avoid  any 
legal  means  the  United  States  Government  can  take  against  them. 
However,  it  might  still  serve  at  this  time  as  a beneficial  niove. 

Mr.  Curdy.  Witness  do  you  think  that  the  churches  of  this  coun- 
try,  unaided  and  alonei  call  be  depended  on  to  discover  these  things 
you  are  talking  about  themselves  without  outside  help  ? 
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Ml’.  PiitiiMttoK.  I would  nay  it  would  be  virtually  impossible  for 
them  to  do  so,  sir,  because  it  is  virtually  impossible  for  an  outsider 
to  learnany  of  the  facts.  It  is  virtually  impossible  for  them  to,  and 
in  fact,  it  is  u pretty  touch  job  for  even  this  committee  with  all  of  its 
facilities  to  determine  who  is  the  vicious  Communist  and  who  is  the 
innocent  victim. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Do  you  think  it  would  help  that  ns  these  phony  peace 
moves  and  othor  Communist-manipulated  devices  come  along  for  this 
committee  or  some  othor  committee  to  spread  tho  word  abroad  ns  to 
the  true  nature  of  tho  movement  in  order  to  try  to  head  it  off? 

Mr.  Piur.iuttOK.  I think  so  very  much,  sir,  and  that  is  exactly  why 
wo  have  tho  “Red  Underground”  column  in  tho  Herald  Tribune,  to 
try  to  do  that.  The  only  trouble  is  apparently  this  column  appearing 
in  just  one  newspaper  in  tho  country  just  doesn’t  do  tho  job.  We 
have  had  it  running  now  for  2 years,  in  column  after  column,  and  I 
have  many  of  them  here. 

Wo  have  reported  and  revealed  Communist  plans  before  they  have 
taken  place  nnd  yet.  I am  astonished  and  disheartened  to  discover  later 
that  the  Communists  have  still  gone  straight  ahead  and  peoplo  have 
still  fallen  into  these  traps  in  spite  of  tho  fact  that  wo  have  tried  to 
warn  them. 

Mr.  CiiAimv.  I don’t  think  you  hnvo  to  feel  too  frustrated.  This 
committee  has  been  operat  ing  since  1938.  It  still  meets  the  same  thing 
you  are  talking  about.  I have  been  on  it  sinco  only  the  first  of  the 
year,  and  I confess  to  a sense  of  frustration  to  find  people  still  falling 
for  it. 

To  come  hack  to  what  I was  getting  nt,  wouldn’t  you  sny  then 
thnt  anything  that  this  or  any  other  governmental  body  or  agency 
can  do  to  cducato  the  public  generally,  and  the  ministers  as  \Vell,  to 
what  is  really  going  on,  what  the  Communist  plot  and  plan  are,  would 
bo  helpful  in  defeating  this? 

Mr.  PiiiLimioK.  Tremendously  so;  yes,  sir.  In  fact,  I think  it  is 
tho  only  way.  Now  I rend  an  article  in  This  Week  magazine  2 weeks 
ago  by  Bishop  Oxnam,  saying  that  he  felt  thnt  such  committees  as 
this  should  be  abolished  and  thnt  the  FBI  should  serve  as  the  vehicle 
for  fighting  communism.  Well,  certainly  I nm  the  first  to  agree  that 
tho  FBI  is  doing  a magnificent  job. 

Mr.  C lardy.  I will  agree  with  you. 

Mr.  Philbmgk.  A wonderful  job.  However,  all  information  which 
goes  into  the  FBI  is  not  public  knowledge,  cannot  be  learned  by  the 
public,  nnd  I think  that  we  must  have,  in  addition  to  the  work  that  the 
FBI  is  doing,  some  means  whereby  the  people  can  be  told  the  facts. 
In  no  other  way  will  they  bo  able  to  intelligently  combat  this  thing 
themselves,  nnd  I am  sure  they  wish  to. 

Mr.  Clardy.  I think  you  will  also  agree,  since  you  have  been 
through  it  yourself,  that  part  of  the  equipment  of  a member  of  one 
of  these  committees  is  going  to  have  to  be  a pretty  thick  skin. 

Do  you  have  anything  more? 

Mr.  Ktwzia.  Nothing  further,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  CtjArdy.  Mr.  Philbrick,  I have  enjoyed  listening  to  you  very 
much.  I have  read  your  book  with  a great  deal  of  interest,  and  if 
you  think  after  this  hearing  is  over  of  anything  more  that  can  be 
added  to  the  record,  I would  appreciate  your  getting  in  touch  with 
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counsel  so  we  can  figure  out  just  bow  to  get  it  into  the  record.  Per- 
haps a supplemental  report  .with  the  record  reopened  to  be  added  to 
it  migbt  be  helpful  if  you  think  of  anything.

Mr.  Roosevelt.  Archibald  Roosevelt,  A-r-c-h-i-b-a-l-d  R-o-o-s-e- 
y-e-l-t. 

Mr.  Ktmzra.  Your  address! 

Mr.  Roosevelt.  Cold  Spring  Harbor,  Long  Island. 
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Mr.  Roobbvkot.  I nm  r citizen  of  Now  York  State,  Cold  Spring 
Harbor,  Long  Island.  I am  an  investment  banker  and  a layman  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  vVai/tkr.  Born  in  the  United  States? 

Mr.  RopsKVKt/r.  Born  in  the  United  Stutcs. 

Mr.  Claiidy,  And  your  illustrious  forebear,  sir,  should  be  identified. 
Air.  Rooskvei.t.  Son  of  Theodore  Roosevelt. 

Mr,  Kunzio.  Would  you  state,  sir,  for  the  record  a bit  of  your  war 
record,  which  wo  know  has  been  distinguished. 

Mr.  Roosevelt.  I was  in  the  infantry  in  World  War  I,  2flth  Infan- 
try, First  Division:  wounded  in  World  War  1;  with  the  102d  Infantry 
in  New  Guinea  in  World  War  II  and  wounded  in  World  War  II. 

Mr.  Kunzio.  Mr.  Roosevelt,  ns  an  Episcopal  layman  your  testimony 
before  tins  subcommittee  would,  of  course,  be  in  the  nnturo  of  export 
testimony  in  this  particular  field;  therefore,  opinion  evidonco  is  not 
only  admissible,  but  is  vitally  important. 

Would  you  bo  so  kind  as  to  give  your  opinion  of  the  present  danger, 
if  you  believe  there  is  any,  of  Communist  infiltration  through  various 
individuals  in  the  field  of  roligion ? 

Mr.  Roosevelt.  Well,  sir,  there  is  no  doubt,  that  as  an  institution 
the  church  is  a magnificent  one.  Few  outside  Russia  will  say  that 
religion  is  not  a necessity  for  right  living  and  right  thinking,  but 
tho  church,  like  governments,  is  made  up  of  men.  Roligion  must  be 
taught  by  men  just  as  are  secular  studies  in  schools  and  in  colleges; 
anci  tlie  men  in  the  church  and  the  men  tcnching  religion  have  in 
their  organization  all  sorts  of  men — wise  men  and  foolish  men,  good 
men,  and  bad  men. 

It  has  always  been  the  endeavor  of  tyrannies  either  to  nbolish 
religion  or  to  rule  and  control  it. 

We  know  only  too  well  that  the  Communists  in  this  country  are 
trying  to  do  both,  and  they  have  in  some  cases  succeeded.  As  in  tho 
colleges  and  in  the  Government,  the  Communists  have  managed  to 
infiltrate  into  key  positions,  and  there  is  only  one  way  wo  can  stop 
and  reverse  the  trend  in  our  churches— and  that  is  complete  exposure 
and  pitiless  publicity. 

There  is  no  better  method  of  attaining  this  than  by  the  media  of 
the  duly  elected  representatives  of  the  people — the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  through  its  committees;  and,  fortunately,  Congress 
has  seen  and  is  doing  its  duty. 

Our  Congress,  under  our  Constitution  and  laws,  cannot  hale  indi- 
viduals up  for  execution  and  prison  as  can  dictators;  they  can  only 
expose  the  facts  and  then  the  citizens  can  take  such  action  as  they, 
the  citizens,  deem  fit— all  statements  by  Communists  and  their  deluded 
followers  to  the  contrary. 

Only  believers  in  tyranny  or  those  who  have  committed  shameful 
actions  fear  such  publicity  as  comes  from  the  actions  of  the  responsible 
committees  of  the  Congress. 

It  is  those  people  who  start  the  cries  of  “witch  hunt,”  “book  burn- 
ing,” “freedom  of  speech,”  “academic  freedom,”  “freedom  of  the 
press,”  and  so  forth,  whenever  an  investigation  is  started  by  the 
Congress.  The  great  pity  is  that  many  good  people  have  been 
deluded  by  these  shrill  cries  and  have  followed  the  leadership  of 
the  Communists  as  published  by  the  Communist  newspaper,  the 
Daily  Worker.  The  editorials  by  the  Dally  Worker  are  parroted 
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by  thoir  dupes,  and  as  a result,  many  of  our  most  respectable  people 
are  strangely  silent  when  it  comes  to  attacking  Communists,  and 
thoy  follow  the  lead  of  the  Daily  Worker  in  attacking  those  who 
would  expose  such  termites. 

Mr.  Ci-ardy.  Mr.  Roosevelt,  I think  that  is  a marvelous  exposition, 
and  I commend  you,  but  lot  us  get  back  to  the  original  theme  on  which 
we  started,  if  you  don’t  mind. 

Suppose  you  toll  us  something  about  your  views  as  to  individuals 
in  the  churches,  and  whether  or  not  in  your  judgment  there  should 
be  some  concrota  investigations  by  this  committee. 

Mr.  Roosevelt.  Mr.  Congressman,  in  the  New  York  Times  of  today 
on  tho  front  page  there  were  a great  many  excerpts  from  sermons  of 
ministers  given  on  Sunday,  and  all  of  them  were  vilifying  the  con- 
gressional investigations  on  communism.  I wonder  if  those  ministers 
have  boon  recently  reading  the  New  Testament  and  remember  the 
saying  of  Christ,  “Render  unto  Caesar  those  things  which  are  Caesar’s, 
and  render  unto  God  those  things  which  are  God’s.” 

As  an  Episcopalian,  I feel  that  a great  many  of  our  ministers  have 
forgotten  that  saying  of  Christ  and  are  so  busy  telling  Caesar  what 
ho  should  do  that  thoy  ore  not  rendering  the  proper  service  to  God, 
which  is  helping  the  individual  man  and  woman  in  his  or  her  personal 
spiritual  problems. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Then,  Mr.  Roosevelt,  if  I understand  your  position 
correctly,  you  are  suggesting  that  you  are  deeply  troubled  about 
what  you  regard  as  nn  infiltration  into  the  minus,  at  least,  of  some 
of  the  members  of  the  clergy,  and  you  think  something  should  be 
done  about  it;  is  that  a fair  statement  I 
Mr.  Roosevelt.  I think,  Mr.  Congressman,  that  is  a masterpiece  of 
understatement.  I nm  horrified  at  what  some  of  our  clergy  have  been 
doing  and  saying.  As  I said  before,  I am  nn  Episcopalian.  I love  my  _ 
church;  I love  the  services;  I love  its  tradition.  The  trouble  is  that 
some  or  the  men  who  nre  responsible  for  the  church  have  not  under- 
stood their  duty.  Their  duty  is  to  save  souls,  not  to  save  forms  of 
government  or  advocate  alien  causes. 

I believe  tho  large  portion  of  the  clergy  in  our  church  are  fine  citi- 
zens. Unfortunately  a great  many  of  those  fine  citizens  have  been 
deluded  by  the  machinations  of  a few  un-Christian,  disloyal  people. 

Mr.  Clardy.  May  I suggest  to  you,  we  have  had  some  rather  con- 
siderable testimony  indicating  to  us  quite  clearly  that  part  of  the  Com- 
munist plot  to  destroy  religion  and  ultimately  to  destroy  all  the  free 
world  is  to  insert  their  ideas  into  the  minds  of  individual  clergymen 
so  that  they  may  have  help  and  assistance  in  disseminating  them.  If  I 
understand  what  you  are  saying,  you  think  that  you  have  detected 
that  thing  also? 

Mr.  Roosevelt.  That,  Mr.  Congressman,  is  entirely  true,  and  I am 
prepared,  with  the  help  of  some  others,  to  give  you  documentary  and 
testamentary  proof  of  that,  that  there  was  a deep-laid  plot  which  has 
been  quite  successful  to  poison  the  minds  of  good  people,  unsuspecting 
and  finepeople,  in  furthering  the  Communist  programs. 

Mr.  Clardy.  Mr.  Roosevelt,  would  you  say  then  that  the  true 
Christian  today  would  resist  with  all  tne  fervor  he  can  summon  up 
this  ungodly  movement  that  we  are  talking  about  and  that  one  of 
the  ways  to  save  the  church  is  to  do  just  what  you  have  been  advo- 
cating? 
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Mr.  Roobevelt.  Mr.  Congressman,  I don’t  know  that  I can  qualify 
to  be  a good  Christian,  but  I try— with  only  moderate  success— but  I 
also  reaTizo  that  I have  to  have  the  help  as  a layman  in  the  Episcopal 
Church  from  people  like  you. 

I understand  that  you  are  a Methodist. 

Mr.  Ci/ARMr.  No,  I belong  to  another  Protestant— 

Mr.  Scherer.  Mr.  Veldo  is  a Methodist 

Mr.  RoosEVEt/r.  I understand  Chairman  Velde  is  a Methodist,  but 
I think  that  wo  have  the  same  ideals  and  thoughts,  and  I think  we 
understand  our  Government!  and  our  Government,  unlike  what  many 
people  would  believe,  did  not  spring  full-panoplied  from  the  head  of 
Zeus,  as  did  Pallas  Athena.  It  is  built  up  of  traditions  and  historical 
facts. 

We  are  still  a republic,  which  is  the  Latin  for  “respubliea.”  meaning 
“public  affairs”  and  taken  from  the  original  Roman  republic;  and  in 
the  days  of  the  Roman  republic,  when  it  was  at  the  height  of  its 
strength,  there  was  a Roman  saying:  “Let  the  Consuls  look  to  it  that 
the  Republic  is  not  endangered. 

In  the  days  when  our  republic  i9  so  endangered,  as  it  is  now,  let  our 
Congress  look  to  it  that  treason  is  exposed. 

The  people  can  take  care  of  the  situation  once  they  know  the  facts. 

Mr.  Ktmzro.  Thank  you  very  much,  sir,  for  your  valuable  testi- 
mony.
